ATTACK  ON  BRITAIN 

MERELY  OLD  TRICK 


Hypocrisy  of  Declaration  That 
Germany  Was  Ready  for 
Peace — Suffering  of  Neu- 
trals in  Submarine  War. 


LONDON,  Sept.  29.—  The  address  of 
the  German  Chancellor,  Dr.  von  Beth- 
,mann-Iiollweg,  in  the  Reichstag,  la 
more  remarkable  for  what  it  omitted 
than  for  what  It  amid,  according  to  Lord 
Stobert  Cecil,  Minister  of  War  Trade. 
1*rno,  In  discussing  the  speech  with  the 
Associated  Press  today,  declared  the 
most  significant  fact  In  connection  with 
the)  Chancellor's  speech  was  his  failure 
to  mention  Belgium.     Lord  Robert  amid: 


"There  ia  a  very  marked  change  In 
the  tone  of  the  speech  from  the  previous 
gfforts  of  the  Chancellor.  The  talk  of 
Complete  German  victory  ia  entirely  ab- 
•ent.  Another  remarkable  thing  was 
that  there  waa  not  a  word  regarding 
Belgium.  The  significance  of  tola  la 
probably  that  he  waa  unable  to  aay  any- 
thing regarding  Belgium,  aa  hia  hearera 
Can  be  assumed  to  be  the  whole  world, 
•nd  he  waa  bound  to  offend  a  section 
of  It  If  Belgium  waa  mentioned.  If  he 
attempted  to  Justify  German  occupation 
lie  would  offend  the  beat  of  all  neutral 
Opinion,  and  equally  he  would  offend  hia 
own  people  If  he  expressed,  a  determina- 
tion to  give  up  that  country. 

"Dr.  Betbmann-Hollweg'a  denuncia- 
tion of  England,  while  violent,  con- 
tained nothing  really  new.  It  waa 
merely  the  old  trick  of  attempting  to 
convince  our  Allies  that  we  are  trading 
on  their  efforts  and  bleeding  them  to 
death  In  the  process,  but  recent  eventa 
on  the  Somme  ought  to  convince  him  of 
hia  error.  The  Idea  that  we  want  world 
supremacy  la  fantastic." 

Brit  ate  Moat  reared 

Diacusslng  this  phase  of  the  Chancel- 
lor's  speech,   Lord   Robert  declared: 

"You  will  note  that  In  this  race  for 
commercial  supremacy,  England  ia  the 
•hlef  opponent  to  be  feared,  the  United 
Mates   being  left  out  altogether." 

Lord'  Robert  continued:  "Anyone  can 
readily  see  that  we  made  no  preparation 
far  any  such  contest   for  world  supremacy. 

"I  note  In  the  portion  of  the  speech 
devoted  to  the  efforts  for  peace  that  my 
name  Is  used,  but  1  cannot  understand  his 
complaint.  That  Germany  was  once  ready 
for  peace  means  nothing,  aa  naturally 
everybody  Is  ready  tor  peace  on  lila  own 
terms.  The  Germans  are  not  ready  for 
peace,  but  for  a  truce  to  enable  them 
to  prepare  to  enforce  their  own  terms  01 
the  world.  There  win  be  no  peacu  as 
long  as  Germany  Is  content  to  bo  ruled 
Oy  a    mWtary    caste." 

Late    King    Carol 

Discussing  the  reference  In  the  Chan- 
cellor's speech  to  the  death  ot  the  King 
of  Roumanla  the  Minister  of  War  Trade 
aald: 

"Of  course,  It  Is  quite  possible  tbat  the 
•train  Imposed  by  the  war  may  have 
caused  his  death,  aa  the  King  was  an  old 
man:  bat  It  Is  also  quite  possible  that 
that  theory  of  the  cause  of  death  may  be 
based  on  Or.  ven  Bethmann-Heilweg's  Im- 
agination." 

Lord  Robert  stated  that  he  believed  the 
German  Chancellor  was  sincere  In  his 
declaration  that .  Otrmany  was  waging  war 
With  every  possible  Instrument.  "Continuing 
he    aald: 

Sabmarlae   Warfare 

"The  lull  In  submarine  warfare  la  due 
to  the  shortage  of  submarines,  and  11  Is 
elway*  Increased  with  Instruments  that 
are  at  hand.  The  only  change  I  note  Is 
tbat  no  British  passenger  liners  have  been 
aunk  since  the  Busses.  The  number  of 
submarine  victims  has  been  Increasing 
steadily  In  the  last  three  months,  and  our 
Allies  and  neutrals  have  suffered  virtually 
as  much  as  we  have.  In  June  the  British 
lost  two  ships  without  warning;  tha  other 
Allies  lost  one  without  warning,  and  neu- 
trals lost  Itc,  Including  three  wlthoaft 
warning.  The  flgurae  for  July  show  the 
British  lost  two  that  were  not  warned  and 
neutrals  lost  nine.  In  August  the  British 
tost  one  without  warning.  Our  Allies  lost 
one  without  warning  and  neutrals  twenty- 
Six.  Up  to  September  24  the  British  lost 
live  vessels  without  warning  and  neutrals 
twenty-eta,    the   same   as   In    August. 

"Klghty-one  British  Uvea  were  lost  dur- 
ing the  period  covered.  During  Autuat 
and  September  Norway  lost  thirty-three 
ships,  with  a  tonnage  of  47,000  tons; 
Swedes  lost  eleven,  Denmark  seven,  Hol- 
land   three.    Spain    five    and    Greece    alx.

'Prince  Rupprecht,  Commander 
of  German  Forces  on  Somme, 
Affects  Belief  That  Line  Will 
Not  Break, 


BERLIN,  Sept  29— The  latest  fight- 
ing on  the  Somme  evidently  has  not 
shaken  the  confidence  of  the  German 
military  leaders  In  their  ability  to  pre- 
vent the  breach  of  their  lines.  The 
Berliner  Tageblatt's  special  war  corres- 
pondent interviewed  Crown  Prince  Rup- 
precht, of  Bavaria,  commander  of  the 
German  forces  on  the  Homme  on  Tues- 
day. 

The  Crown  Prince  Is  quoted  as  hav- 
ing said  that  since  the  offensive  began 
the  Entente  Allies  had  gained  some 
ground,  but  there  could  be  no  thought 
of  this  decisively  changing  the  situ- 
ation. 

"It  ia  Impossible  to  predict  how 
things  will  go  hereafter."  aaid  Prince 
Rupprecht,"  hut  one  thing  la  certain, 
namely,  that  we  have  everything  so 
thoroughly  prepared  that  we  are  able 
to  view  the  situation  with  equanimity, 
whatever  comes.  The  offensive  will  cer- 
tainly not  reach  an  early  end. 

"We  reckon  upon  an  offensive  of 
great  strength  and  with  heavy  attacks, 
accompanied  by  an  enormous  expendi- 
ture of  ammunition.  But  we  have 
taken  precautions.  Qur  artillery  derives 
advantages  from  the  successful  work  of 
the  aeroplanee,  after  having  been  much 
exposed  to  observation  by  hostile 
aviators. 

"Our  troops  have  been  striking  with 
the  utmost  strength,  and  the  enemy  has 
found  the  nut  too  hard  to  crack.  It  Is 
my  distinct  opinion  that  the  enemy  is 
trying  to  force  a  decision  at  this  spot 
and  during  this  year,  and  he  has  not 
yet  succeeded.  He  will  have  to  put  up 
with  a  Winter  campaign  and  continue 
his  fighting  next  year."

PORTLAND.  Me.,  Sept.  29— A  life 
preserver  marked  "Bremen."  the  name 
of  the  German  submarine  freighter 
which  haa  been  generally  expected  to 
arrive  at  some  Atlantic  Coast  port  for 
the  past  week  or  more,  wae  picked  up 
on  the  ocean  side  of  Cape  Elisabeth 
today. 

The  name  "Bremen"  waa  stencilled  in 
black  letters  two  Inches  high  on  both 
sides  of  the  buoy.  On  one  side  of  the 
canvaa  covering  wae  printed  a  small 
crown. 

The  preserver  seemed  to  be  new,  and 
apparently  had  not  been  In  the  water 
a  great  length  of  time.  It  was  stained 
with  oil*.  An  officer  of  the  coast  guard 
cutter  service,  who  examined  the  buoy, 
aald  that  if  the  preserver  had  been 
thrown  overboard  by  some  one  who 
thought  to  play  a  practical  Joke,  he  had 
done  a  very  good  Job. 

The  preserver  waa  well  made,  and  the 
lettering  and  the  ink  were  of  the  beat 
quality. 

The  buoy  was  picked  up  at  a  email 
place  known  as  Maiden  Cove  by  a  ten- 
year-old  boy.  Frud.  Lakeman.  of  West- 
brook.  A  number  of  ether  persons  were 
nearby  at  the  time  and  aaw  the  boy 
pick  up  the  object  from  the  beach  near 
the  water'e  edge.

"If  you  cannot  fill  your  brigades  and 
divisions  at  'the  front,  the  British  peo- 
ple will  fill  them  for  you;  but  It  will 
be  an  everlasting  humiliation  for  Can- 
ada If  that  has  to  be  done,"  was  his 
most  telling  point.  Sir  Hamar  spoke 
for  keeping  the  Canadian  force  at  the 
front  recruited  to  full  authorized 
atrength.  

Speaking  at  a  recruiting  meeting  last 
night  at  St  Lambert,  in  aid  of  the  5th 
Royal  Highlanders,  J.  Rainvllle,  M.P. 
for  Chambly-Vercheses,  who  presided, 
explained  that  he  had  travelled  through 
the  province  of  Quebec  in  an  effort  to 
Induce  French  Canadian  compatriots  to 
enlist  In  a  Just  cause.  "I  am  again  go- 
ing to  them,  and  say  that  if  they  won't 
go,  1  will  welcome  to  the  full  extent 
and  vote  for  conscription,  even  if  by  so 
doing  I  lose  my  seat  in  the  House  of 
Commons."

Region  Around  Lake  Ostrovo 
Mountainous  and  Abound- 
ing With  Natural  Defences 
—Savagery  of  Bulgarians, 


PARIS,  Sept.  29. — The  difficulties  be- 
ing met  with  by  the  Entente  Allien  on 
the  Macedonia  front  are  described  as 
enormous.  The  Ostrovo  Lake  region 
Is  mountainous  and  almost  wholly  lack- 
ing In  means  of  communication.  The 
hills  at  some  points  rise  from  a  height 
of  1,000  to  1,500  metres.  The  Bulgarian 
defences  include  successive  lines  of 
deep  trenches  at  the  entrance  to  every 
defile,  protected  by  a  system  of  barbed 
wire  defences,  with  numerous  batteries 
perfectly  concealed.  Consequently  it  is 
necessary  to  take  the  positions  on  the 
Bank. 

The  Serbians  are  on  the  offensive  on 
the  right,  while  the  French  and  Rus- 
sians are  pressing  forward  in  tha 
centre  and  on  the  left.  It  ia  from 
this  region  that  the  Allies  are  moving 
on  Monastir.  The  Bulgarians  are  en- 
deavoring in  every  way  to  arrest  them, 
but  are  reported  to  be  failing  at  al- 
most all  points.  An  lnatance  of  their 
failure  Is  the  effort  to  recover  Fiorina, 
for  which  purpose  they  made  two  des- 
perate attache. 

Bulgarians    Bowalaed 

SALONICA.  Sept.  29. — Deaplte  violent 
attacksk  by  Bulgarian  forces,  Serbian 
troops  still  hold  the  highest  peak  of 
the  Kalmakcalan  ridge,  says  a  state- 
ment ieeued  today  by  the  Serbian  War 
Office,   the  text  of  which   follows: 

"On  the  night  of  September  27  Bul- 
garian troops  undertook  four  fierce  at- 
tack on  the  Serbian  Drina  division. 
All  were  repulsed  with  heavy  losses. 
The  highest  peak  of  the  Kalmakcalan 
ridge  still   remains  In  our  hands. 

"Serbian  soldiers  testify  that  the  Bul- 
garians slaughtered  all  Serbian 
wounded  taken  by  them  In  the  Kalmak- 
calan battle." 


British  Public  Told  Recent 
Successes  Do  Not  Mean 
Immediate  German  Retreat 
to- Rhine — Hard  Blow, 


LONDON,  Sept.  29.— Telegraphing 
from  British  headquarters  in  France,  the 
correspondent  of  The  Daily  Express 
says: 

"Let  there  be  no  false  optimism  about 
the  extent  of  this  Prussian  defeat.  The 
enemy  is  not  falling  back  to  the  Rhine. 
Indeed,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe 
he  will  renew  his  resistance  with  fresh 
troops  and  another  formidable  mass  of 
guns  on  the  line  he  is  now  taking  up 
against  his  will. 

Serious    Blow 

"But  the  Prussian  army  has  been 
dealt  a  very  serious  blow,  which  Is  of 
greater  value  in  Its  effect  on  the  morale 
of  the  men  thaan  In  actual  territory  re- 
claimed for  France. 

"Eight  enemy  battalions  have. been 
wiped  out  in  trying  to  stem  the  British 
flood  between  Lesboeufs  and  Gueude- 
conrt.  Of  the  tatth,  337th,  238th,  239th 
and  240th  regiments  a  mere  handful  of 
dazed  men  remains.  Their  fighting 
spirit  was  dead  before  Lesboeufs  and 
Morval  fell.  As  far  as  I  can  ascertain, 
practically  no  effective  resistance  was 
offered  In  the  villages.  ■ 

"A   wounded   officer,   commanding   the 

fragments  of  a  Baden  regiment,  said  to 

'  his  captors,   'My   men   would   not  stand. 

I  could  not  make  them  fight.     They  had 

had  enough.'  , 

"This,  *remember,  is  the  apology  for 
soldiers  possessed  of  ordinary  courage 
and  endurance,  and  trained  Infantrymen 
who  are  accustomed  to  fierce  warfare. 
They  are  not  cowards.  They  have  had 
enough.  I  think  it  fairly  represents  the 
spirit  of  the  Prussian  troops  who  sit 
waiting  In  new  trenches  for  the  next  In- 
evitable assault."

"In  the  Carpathians  the  fighting  con- 
tinues, hut  the  situation  Is  unchanged. 
The  army  of  General  von  Torzetansky 
on  Wednesday  captured  41  Russian  of- 
ficers, more  than  3,000  men,  33  ma- 
chine  guns  and   two  cannon. 

"Italian  theatre: — On  the  Carso  pla- 
teau there  was  strong  Italian  gunfire 
and  mine  throwing  against  our  posi- 
tions. In  the  Flume  valley  the  enemy 
attacked  Gardinal  and  Clma  Busa  Alta, 
but   were   repulsed. 

"The  summit  of  Monte  Clmone  has 
been  subjected  continuously  to  heavy 
artillery  fire.  Notwithstanding  this, 
the  rescue  of  the  burled  Italians  has 
been  successful." 

Berlin  Report 

BERLIN,  Sept.  29.— The  following 
statement  was  Issued  today: 

"The  number  of  Russians  captured 
Wednesday  near  Korytnlza  has  In- 
creased to  41  officers  and  more  than 
3,000  men,  while  the  amount  of  booty 
taken  has  increased  to  two  cannon  and 
33  machine  guns. 

"Yesterday's  statement  reported  the 
capture  of  2,800  men,  one  cannon  and 
17  machine  guns. 

"The  battlea  In  the  Carpathians  con- 
tinue. 

"The  resistance  of  the  enemy  In  the 
Hermannstadt  sector  has  become 
weaker.  Roumanian  forces  were  driven 
back   toward   the  mountains. 


LONDON,  Sept.  29.— East  of  Les- 
boeufs, on  the  Somme  front,  British 
troops  have  occupied  600  yards  of  Ger- 
man trenches,  says  the  British  state- 
ment   Issued    tonight. 

There  was  heavy  fighting  near  Thlep- 
val. 

The  British  were  forced  from  a  sec- 
tion of  the  "Hessian  trench,"  but  re- 
gained it  later.  The  statement  adds 
that  more  than  600  prisoners  were  taken 


In   this   fighting.      The   text    reads: 
Success  Mear  Thlepval 

"Rain  fell  heavily  today,  and  except 
for  Intermittent  shelling  there  was  lit- 
tle activity  on  our  centre  and  right  wing 
of  the  battle  front.  Some  slight  prog- 
ress was  made  east  of  Lesboeufs, 
where  we  occupied  five  hundred  yards  of 
enemy   trenches. 

"In  the  Thlepval  area  there  was  heavy 
fighting  around  the  Stuff  redoubt.  Hav- 
ing taken  an  important  section  of  the 
Hessian  trench,  we  were  forced  out  by 
a  counter-attack,  but  regained  it  later 
in  the  day.  In  this  section  during  the 
last  twenty-four  hours  we  have  taken 
prisoner  eight   officers  and   621    men. 

"In  spite  of  the  weather  our  aero- 
planes have  done  useful  work,  attack- 
ing the  enemys  reinforcements  on  the 
march.  Yesterday  enemy  aircraft  pa- 
trolled behind  their  own  lines,  but  show- 
ed little  desire  for  combat.  An  enemy 
machine  waa  destroyed.  One  of  our 
own  machines  has  not  returned." 
Tortlned  Farm  Taken 

The  text  of  the  early  official  state- 
ment   follows: 

"The  night  was  quiet  on  the  greater 
part  of  our  front.  The  positions  we 
won  north  of  Thlepval  were  shelled 
heavily.  Our  bombing  parties  were 
active  in  tha  neighborhood  of  tha 
Schwaben  redoubt  and  the  Hessian 
trenches,  parts  of  which  still  are  hard 
by  tha  enemy. 

"A  strongly  defended  farm  500  yards 
southwest  of  La  Cars  was  captured  by 
our   troops  early   this  morning. 

"North  of  Ytres  (two  miles  south  of 
Bertincourt  and  aoutheaat  of  Bapaume) 


our  aeroplanes  observed  a  huge  explo- 
sion as  if  a  large  ammunition  dump 
had  blown  up.  The  smoke  ascended 
9,000  feet." 

Trench  Make  Tiugieee 

PARIS,  Sept.  29.— The  following  offi- 
cial communication  was  isiued  today: 

"The  day  was  comparatively  quiet  on 
the  whole  front.  Bad  weather  la  ham- 
pering our   operations."

The  Frankfurter 
Zeltung  aaya  that  the  defenders,  a  regi- 
ment strong,  escaped  to  the  German  lines 
during  the  night  despite  the  fact  that 
they  were  surrounded  by  Anglo-French 
forces. 

Herr  Wergener,  In  The  Cologne  Oasette, 
says  that  Thlepval  was  voluntarily  evacu- 
ated. 

Uerman  correspondents  are  admitting 
the  loss  of  Combles,  but  as  yet  the  Qet- 
man  war  office  has  not  named  In  lis 
statements  the  town  of  Combles  aa  one  of 
those  lost  to  the  British  and  French.  Oil 
Tuesday  afternoon  an  official  statement 
issued  st  Berlin  contained  the  following 
words:  "The  'conquest  (by  tbe  British  and 
French)  of  the  vlllagea  on  the  line 
ttwasdaooett-BoTwrnae— nes  mast  be  reoeg- 
nlsed."  Hinre  that  time  the  Berlin  war 
office  has  not  mentioned  Combles,  ao  the 
people  of  Oermany  probably  are  learning 
only  now  from  correspondents  of  German 
newspapers  of  the  defeat  their  forces  Buf- 
fered at  Comblea.

'KIIDU! 
TO  REICHSTAG 


German  Chancellor  Devotes 
Much  of  His  Speech  to 
Abuse  of  Britain — Indulges 
in  Usual  Twistings. 


BKRL1N,  Sept.  2>,  via  London,  Sept. 
J». — That  Germany,  having  sought  from 
the  first  day  of  the  war  only  to  defend 
Ita  rights.  Its  existence,  and  Its  free- 
dom, 1m  now  able,  "first  and  alone,"  to 
declare  Its  readiness  for  peace  negoti- 
ations, was  a  statement  made  by  Dr. 
von  JJethmann-Hollweg,  the  Imperial 
Chancellor,  In  bis  speech  he  made  In  the 
Kt-ichotag  yesterday. 

There  was  no  Intimation  In  the 
speech  of  an  Intention  to  resume  unre- 
stricted submarine   warfare. 

The  Chancellor  arraigned  Britain  as 
Germany's  relentless  and'  unscrupulous 
foe,  and  declared  that  statesmen  who 
refrained  from  using  all  possible  suit- 
able weapons  against  such  an  enemy 
through  sentiments  of  consideration  or 
a  desire  to  keep  open  a  basis  for  a  fu- 
ture -understanding,  deserved  to  be 
hanged. 

The  Chancellor  announced  In  his  per- 
oration his  firm  determination  to  carry 
through  Inner  reforms  in  the  state  or- 
gsnlsatlon  which  the  great  masses  by 
their  conduct  of  the  war  had  earned  and 
deserved  ' 

any*  Entente   Plana  Were  Bpoiled 

Referring  to  present  conditions  on  the 
war  fronts,  the  Chancellor  said  that 
the  attacks  made  by  the  Central  Pow- 
ers In  the  Southeastern  theatre  had 
frustrated  the  great  plan  of  the  En- 
tente to  sever  the  connection  of  Ger- 
many with  the  Orient  by  the  separate 
conquest  of  Turkey,  Bulgaria,  and 
Austria-Hungary. 

"On  the  whole,  therefore,"  he  said, 
"we  see  but  isolated  successes  of  our 
enemies  on  the  Homme  which  can  not 
influence  the  general  situation.  On  the 
other  hand,  we  have  the  successful  re- 
pulse of  all  enemy  attacks  and  the  frus- 
tration of  the  enemy's  Intentions  In  the 
ttalkans  and  the  failure  of  his  plans. 

"Thus  the  gigantic  war  is  proceed- 
ing. The  war  alms  of  our  enemies  are 
announced  without  disguise,  and  can 
allow  of  no  misinterpretation.  Their 
purpose  Is  territorial  covetousness  and 
our  destruction.  They  propose  to  give 
Constantinople  to  the  Russians,  Alsace- 
Lorraine  to  the  French,  the  Trentlno  to 
the  Italians,  and  Transylvania  to  the 
Roumanians. 

"Since  the  first  day  of  the  war,  we 
have  aought  nothing  but  the  defence  of 
our  rights,  our  existence,  and  our  free- 
dom. Therefore,  we  are  able,  first  and 
alone,  to  declare  our  readiness  for 
peace  negotiations. 

"Z-ust  of  Conquest" 
"I  spoke  on  February  9,  1916,  and  re- 
peatedly afterward  with  sufficient  clear- 
nose  on  that  subject.  Does  any  one 
dare  to  demand  that  we  should  make 
offers  in  the  face  of  Premier  Brland's 
declaration  that  the  conclusion  of  peace 
today  would  be  a  sign,  of  weakness  in 
Fiance  and  that  memory  was  dead?  The 
Kntente  continues  the  war  because  It 
hopes  to  gain  Utopian  war  alms.  The 
lust  of  conquest  of  our  enemies  is  re- 
sponsible for  the  dally  heaping  up  of 
mountains    of   corpses." 

The  Chancellor  appealed  to  Premier 
Erland  to  remember  that  the  best 
youths  of  France  were  perishing  on  the 
battlefields,  and  Indignantly  denied  that 
Kaiser  Wilhelm  had  exercised  his  In- 
fluence in  Russian  circles  to  prevent 
the  development  of  the  Russians  In  the 
direction  of  freedom.  He  denounced 
Ureat  Britain,  saying  that  she  wanted 
the  "booty  of  Aala  Minor,  and  the  Ger- 
man   colonies." 

"The  British  leave  no  doubt."  he  said, 
"as  to  what  they  wish  to  make  of  Ger- 
many. Our  existence  as  a  nation,  boy- 
cotted by  the  world  and  condemned  to 
lasting  sickliness— that  Is  the  Germany 
which  England  wants  to  see  at  her  feet. 
Then  when  there  Is  no  more  German 
competition  to  be  feared,  when  France 
has  been  bled  to  death,  when  all  her 
Allies  are  financially  and  economically 
doing  slave  work  for  England,  when  the 
neutral  European  must  submit  to  every 
British  order,  every  British  blacklist, 
t-ien  upon  an  Impotent  Germany,  the 
dream  of  British  world  supremacy  is 
to  become  a  reality." 

Assailing  Britain 

In  his  attack  upon  Great  Britain  the 
Chancellor  declared  that  that  country 
was  breaking  one  International  law  after 
snother  and  was  above  all  Germany's 
"most  egotistical,  fiercest  and  most  ob- 
stinate enemy." 

"The  German  statesman,  he  said, 
"who  would  hesitate  to  use  against  this 
enemy  every  available  instrument  of 
battle  that  would  really  shorten  this 
war — such  a  statesman  should  be 
hanged." 

The  Chancellor  declared  his  contempt 
for  those  circulating  reports  that  all 
Germany's  means  of  fighting  were  not 
toeing  employed  to  the  fullest  possible 
extent.  He  added  that  In  order  to  dis- 
appoint the  enemy,  "who  is  on  watch 
for  every  breach  of  our  Inner  determin- 
ation,"  he   would   not  give  details. 

"When  In  August,  1»H,"  he  went  on 
"we  had  to  draw  the  sword,  we  knew 
we  had  to  protect  our  hearths  and  homes 
against  a  mighty  and  almost  over- 
whelming coalition.  Ardent,  and  until 
then  unknown  and  often  Ignored  patriot- 
ism, flamed  up  In  all  hearts,  defying 
death  and  certain  of  victory. 
Question  of  roeestaffs 

"Today,  after  two  years  of  fighting, 
struggling,  suffering  and  dying,  we 
know  more  than  ever  before  that  there 
is  only  One  watchword,  namely,  perse- 
vere and  win.  We  will  win.  Last  Win- 
ter there  was  pusillanimous  anxiety  as 
to  whether  our  foodstuffs  would  suf- 
fice. They  have  sufficed  This  year's 
harvest  makes  us  much  more  secure 
than  was  the  case  last  year." 

The  Chancellor  said  that  he  raallsed 
the  troubles  of  the  people  coincident 
with  the  war.  and  that  he  shared  the 
deep  sorrow  for  the  :allen  and  muti- 
lated. 

"I  bow  my  head."  he  went  on.  "be- 
fore the  heroism  with  which  our  women, 
without  distinction  of  rank  or  class, 
bear  their  sacrifices,  united  in  an  ardent 
love  for  the  Fatherland  Still  mora  sub- 
lime and  still  greater  In  the  defiance 
of    death    with    which     our     sons     and 


brothers  la  the  field  withstand  the  vio- 
lent assaults  of  the  enemy,  who,  against 
superior  numbers,  are  fighting  with  the 
utmost  bravery.  World  history — human 
history — has  never  before  seen  the  like." 
(sa 


The  Chancellor  declared  that  the  Ger- 
man people  again  had  an  opportunity  to 
show  their  appreciation  of  the  heroism 
of  the  army  by  subscribing  to  the  new 
war  loan.  He  asserted  that  the  nation 
firmly  believed  In  the  assurance  of  vic- 
tory  and    was    ready    for   any    sacrifice. 

"I  know  wo  also  can  rely  on  the 
fighters  behind  the  front,"  he  said,  "to 
give  all  their  available  money  to  sup-, 
port  the  gigantic  work  of  our  fighters 
In  the  field.  With  clenched  fists,  but 
open  hearts,  we  will  stand  behind  them, 
one  man  and  one  people." 

Concluding  bis  speech,  the  Chancel- 
lor exclaimed:  < 

"Germany  will  not  be  permitted  to 
think  of  peace  while  her  house  Is  burn- 
ing.   She  must  first  extinguish  the  fire." 

After  the  Chancellor  had  concluded 
the  Reichstag  adjourned  until  October  6.

PARIS.  Sept.  2». — With  the  develop- 
ment of  the  Allied  strategy  on  the  west- 
ern front  It  becomes  more  and  more  evi- 
dent that  the  crucial  struggle  between 
the  Somme-Ooise-Alsne  line  and  the 
Prussian  frontier  will  come  largely  on 
the  soil  of  the  little  duchy  of  Luxem- 
burg.' 

When  the  flrat  great  sweep  Into 
France  began  In  August,  two  years  ago, 
there  were  four  distinct  routes  of  Inva- 
sion, all  of  them  following  n-tural  -or 
artificial  channels  of  travel.  The  first 
was  the  valley  of  the  Moselle,  the  Co- 
blens-Luxemburg  Railway  and  the 
Longwy  gateway,  which*  brought  the 
Crown  Prince  to  the  Argonne  and  the 
heights  of  the  Meuse.  The  second  was 
the  valley  of  the  Meuse  and  the  railway 
from  Namur  to  Mesleres.  The  third  was 
the  Sambre  valley  and  the  fourth  the 
great  international  highway  which  leads 
from  Brussels  to  Paris. 

Preserve    Belgium 

The  natural  lines  of  retreat  from 
French  soil  would  follow  these  lines  of 
advance.  The  Anglo-French  command. 
In  their  comprehensive  plans,  which  are 
not  coallned  to  a  battle  or  campaign,  but 
are  great  enough  In  scope  to  carry  to 
the  day  of  the  general  armistice,  do  not 
Intend  that  these  avenues  of  retreat  will 
be  open  when  the  Prussian  dash  to  the 
frontier  begins.  They  Intend  that  Lux- 
emburg and  the  contiguous  Ardennes 
shall  be  the  Prussian  Sedan.  Belgium 
shall  be  devastated  no  more  If  military 
genius  can  preserve  it. 

PARIS,  Sept.  28,  via  London,  Sept.  29. 
— The  Prussian  lines  in  Picardy  are 
cracking.  They  are  not  broken,  but  they 
are  feeling  the  strain  that  Just  precedes 
the  break.  The  strongest  system  of  for- 
tified works  military  engineering  could 
devise  has  given  way  before  the  Franco- 
British  onslaughts.  The  results  of  two 
years'  uninterrupted  work  has  been 
swept  away  as  sand  dunes  are  engulfed 
In  a  tidal  wave. 

Flan  Working  Well 

The  plan  of  operations  by  which  the 
Kaiser's  legions  are  to  be  driven  back  to 
the  Rhine,  worked  out  in  many  councils 
here  and  In  London,  is  developing  accur- 
ately and  speedily.  The  hardest  work  is 
done,  Paris  believes.  The  Prussians 
have  been  pried  from  positions  they  and 
much  of  the  world  regarded  as  impreg- 
nable. 

No  such  positions  can  be  constructed 
again  under  the  pressure  that  is  being 
put  on  them  by  the  armies  of  Generals 
Haig  and  Foch.  Dislodged,  they  are 
fighting  a  losing  fight  in  shelters  hastily 
constructed,  thinly  manned,  and  on  a 
terrain  which  places  them  at  a  very 
definite  disadvantage. 

It  Is  no  wonder  Paris  la  certain  the 
hardest  task  is  over.  The  war  In  the 
west,  for  the  first  time  since  mid-Sep- 
tember, 1914.  is  approaching  the  stage 
where  tactician  will  meet  tactician, 
where  the  wdlght  of  the  struggle  will 
measure  man  for  man,  and  where  man- 
oeuvres of  the  armed  mass,  which  Is  pre- 
ponderantly In  favor  of  the  French  and 
the  British,  will  decide  the  issue. 

This  is  the  point  toward  which  the 
Allied  high  command  has  been  working.

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Enthusiastic  Reception  of  M. 
Venizelos  and  Admiral 
Coundouriotis — Conflict  at 
Heraclion  Is  Brief, 


CANEA.  Oete,  Sept.  26.  via  London. 
Sept.  29. — Former  Premier  Venizelos  and 
Admiral  Coundouriotis  landed  at  Suda 
at  S  o'clock  this  afternoon,  and  were 
enthusiastically  welcomed  by  the  popu- 
lation. Cretan  soldlerB  to  the  number 
of  several  thousand  took  part  in  the 
demonstration. 

The  statesman  and  the  admiral  motor- 
ed to  the  barracks,  where  a  great  meet- 
ing was  held.  The  troops  stationed  In 
Crete  and  the  Cretan  gendarmes  lined 
the  streets  to  the  barracks,  and  accorded 
military  honors  to  the  two  leaders.  As 
they  arrived  a  regimental  band  played 
the  national  anthem.  Speeches  were  de- 
livered by  local  leaders  of  the  revolu- 
tion, and.  amid  enthusiastic  cheering  the 
following  resolution  was  passed: 

"That  this  meeting  of  Cretan  people 
resolves  that  a  provisional  government 
be  formed  by  M.  Venizelos  and  Admiral 
Coundouriotis,  with  power  to  appoint  a 
third  member  of  their  choiee;  that  the 
provisional  government  be  vested  with 
full  authority  to  organize  the  forces  of 
the  country  with  the  object  of  Joining 
the  forces  of  the  Allies  and  fighting  by 
their  side  against  all  their  enemies." 
M.  Venizelos'   Speech 

A  dramatic  speech  by  M.  Venizelos 
followed.  He  accepted  the  mission,  he 
declared,  and  added: 

"We  express  the  wish  that  the  Crown 
may  even  at  this  last  moment  accede  to 
the  will  of  the  nation,  so  that  It  may 
enter  the  struggle  united;  but  if  our 
wish  is  not  heard  we  promise  to  devote 
all  our  energies  to  carrying  out  the 
mission  with  which  we  have  been  vested 
by  you." 

The  great  gathering  received  the  ref- 
erence to  King  Constantino  In  silence. 
Then  ringing  cheers  were  given  for  the 
Allies.  Finally,  when  the  name  of  Ser- 
bia was  called,  there  rang  out  a  salvo 
from  3,000  rifles  In  honor  of  Greece's 
ally.  Venizelos  and  Coundouriotis  took 
the  salute  as  the  regiment  marched 
past. 


The  only  Incident  of  the  revolution 
here  occurred  at  Heraclion,  where  100 
followers  of  Mlchelldakls,  a  political 
opponent  of  Venizelos.  barricaded  them- 
selves in  two  houses  to  resist  the  ris- 
ing. Elsewhere  In  the  island  4aa  revo- 
lutionary movement  is  complete. 
assistance  Soon  Overcome 

The  fighting  at  Heraclion  lasted  only 
two  days  and  there  were  very  few 
casualties.  About  2,500  men  of  the 
fourteenth  Infantry  were  stationed  at 
Heraclion,  and  over  half  the  officers  and 
all  but  19  men.  Joined  the  Venlselists. 
Twenty-five  officers  and  the  nineteen 
soldiers  hastened  to  barricade  them- 
selves  In  the   officers'   quarters. 

One  of  the  officers,  Major  Zacharo- 
poulos,  endeavored  to  get  possession  of 
a  number  of  machine  guns.  The  breach 
blocks,  however,  had  been  taken  away. 
The  officer,  suspecting  the  Bentry  of 
having  removed  them,  drew  a  revolver 
and  fired  at  him.  The  bullet  missed  and 
the  sentry  brought  Zacharopoulos  down. 
A  revolutionary  leader  intervened  and 
saved    the   officer's    life.       The     officers' 


barracks  was  surrounded  and  the  occu- 
pants were  called  upon  to  surrender.  A 
telephone  message  was  sent  by  the 
royalist  officers  to  the  French  and  Brit- 
ish consuls,  asking  the  protection  of  the 
Allies.  This  was  given,  and  the  officer s 
and  men  were  removed  to  Suda. 

A  reception  was  given  by  the  new 
governor  at  Government  House,  and  was 
attended  by  the  consuls  of  the  Allies. 
The  portraits  of  the  king  have  been  re- 
moved from  public  places.  In  the  eyes 
of  the  Cretans  he  is  no  longer  their 
king,  and  his  views  are  regarded  as 
alien  to  the  national  Ideals.  Today  Crete 
is  wholly  behind  her  great  patriot, 
Venizelos.

The  British  captured  a  strong  enemy 
poaltlon  northeast  of  Courcelette  yes- 
terday. The  location  as  described  in 
the  deapatcbaa  Is  southwest  of  Le  Bars, 
a  point  not  previously  mentioned  in  the 
despatches.  Le  Burs  is  on  the  road  to 
Baputime.  and  about  three  and  a  half 
miles  from  that  city.  The  advance  of 
our  forces  In  that  direction  Indicates 
that  we  were  correct  a  few  days  ago 
In  suggesting  that  General  llalg  would 
awing  his  troops  to  the  eastward,  pivot- 
ing somewhere  near  Klera.  Yesterday 
We  were  told  that  our  men  menaced 
Kaucourt  1'Abbaye  from  the  south.  The 
recent  gain   menaces  it  from   the   west.

German  officialdom  Is  having  a  fine 
time  abasing  the  British  people,  whom 
they  charge  at  being  adapt*  at  decep- 
tion. We  do  not  blame  them  alto- 
gether, for  If  aver  a  nation  waa  deceived 
in  another  nation,  tiermany  baa  been 
deceived  la  Britain.  The  Kaiser  went 
into  the  war  confident  that  Great  Brit- 
ain waa  a  negligible  quantity.  He 
knows  differently  now.  German  lead- 
er* now  vociferate  that  If  It  were  sot 
for  Britain,  they  would  have  woa  the 
war  long  ago.  On*  writer  eaya  she  la 
the  same  "perfidious  Albion"  aa  aba 
waa  In  the  day*  of  Napoleon.  Thla  Idea 
cannot  be  very  comforting  to  the  Prus- 
sian militarist*,  for  it  waa  thla  per- 
ridioua  people  who  saved  Europe  from 
even  a  greater  menace  than  even  that 
or   Germany. 

The  torrent  of  abuse  now  being 
poured  out  la  on  the  same  principle  aa 
Influenced  tha  small  boy  whan  he  said 
to  another:  "I  can't  lick  you,  but  I  can 
make   face*  at   your   sister." 
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Kaucourt- 
much  longer,  and  with  Le  Bars  cap- 
tured, the  way  will  be  clear  for  an  ad- 
vance to  le  Barque  and  Wallencourt 
L'aucourt,  point*  on  the  great  highways 
leading  Into  Bapaume.  A  few  miles  to 
tha  southeast  of  those  positions  the 
French  are  advancing  easterly. 

Chancellor  Bethmann-Hollweg,  Major 
Moraht,  and  other  Germans  are  en- 
deavoring to  minimise  the  successes  of 
the  Franco-British  force*.  Of  course, 
no  one  would  expect  anything  else;  but 
when  the  Chancellor  *ay*  the  Allies 
cannot  get  through  the  German  lines, 
he  simply  Ignores  the  very  thing  they 
ar*  doing.

The  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
called  to  consult  Dr.  Reid,  Minister  of 
Customs,  waa  one  of  very  great  inter- 
est. Three  questions  were  taken  up 
with  the  Minister,  the  appointment  of 
a  Canadian  Customs  house  officer  at 
New  York,  the  encouragement  of  ship- 
building and  reciprocity  with  Australia. 
Tha  discussion  was  very  frank  and 
open,  all  parties  to  it  expressing  them- 
Helves  with  the  utmost  freedom,  but 
In  excellent  temper.  The  result  of  the 
conference  left  the  question  of  the 
Customs  House  officer  at  New  York  In 
thin  position.  Dr.  Reid  favors  the  ea- 
tubllahment  of  a  line  of  *team*hlps 
between  Eastern  Canada  and  the  Bri- 
tish Columbia  coast,  and  to  this  no  ob- 
jection Is  raised  locally  provided  the 
freight  on  Canadian  goods  Is  no  higher 
than  It  would  bo  via  New  York;  but  It 
Is  contended  that  there  Is  a  good  deal 
of  uncertainty  and  would  almost  surely 
be  very  considerable  delay  in  carrying 
out  this  arrangement,  even  if  It  can  be 
made,  and  in  the  meantime  Coast  mer- 
chant* will  be  largely  deprived  of  the 
advantage*  of  the  Panama  Canal  route 
so  far  a*  shipment*  from  Eastern  Can- 
ada are  conoerned.  It  is*  therefore,  be- 
ing urged  as  a  temporary  relief,  that 
can  be  made  permanent  if  Dr.  Reid'* 
plan  does  not  mature,  that  the  officer 
be  appointed  at  New  York.  Dr.  Reid, 
while  declining  to  commit  himself  to 
any  definite  promise  seemed  not  unfav- 
orable to  such  a  temporary  arrange- 
ment provided  a  steamship  could  he 
found  that  would  be  placed  upon  the 
route.  Mr.  Conrad  Schwengers  sasurad 
the  Minister  that  auch  a  ehlp  had  been 
promised  and  asked  that,  If  thin  could 
be  done,  whether  or  not  the  officer 
would  be  oppointed.  The  Minister  was 
pressed  to  answer  this  question  at  the 
earliest  possible  day  after  hi*. return 
to  Ottawa,  While  he  very  properly  de- 
clined to  commit  hi*  colleague*  to  any- 
thing, we  think  that  some  progress  has 
been   made  towards  the  desired  object. 

The  Mlnleter  was  naked  to  recom- 
mend to  hi*  colleagues  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Commission  to  consider  the 
way*  and  mean*  of  fostering  ship- 
building In  Canada,  tha  report  to  be 
submitted  to  the  next  session  of  Par- 
liament. Dr.  Reid  expressed  hi*  entire 
•ympathy  with  auch  a  suggestion,  but 
pointed  out  that  thla  waa  a  matter  to 
which  Sir  George  Foster  had  been  giv- 
ing hi*  Attention.  H*  promised  that  on 
their  return  to  Ottawa  ho  and  Mr.  Mar- 
tin Burrell  would  impress  upon  the 
Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce  the 
very  strong  view*  held  by  the  people 
of  Brllleh  Columbia  on  this  subject. 
We  do  not  think  any  injustice  I*  done 
the  Minister  when  wa  say  that  the  ease 
aa  presented  to  him  gave  him  a  new 
viewpoint  In  respect  to  this  very  Im- 
portant Industry. 

In  raapect  to  reciprocity  with  Austra- 
lia he  aaid  that  ha  would  Impreaa  upon 
big  colleague*  how  strongly  the  people 
bar*  feel  la  regard  to  thla  proposed 
policy.  He  pointed  oat  that  aa  ha  un- 
deratood  tha  matter  the  only  obstacle* 
ware  tbaa*  raleed  by  Australia.  Mr. 
Martin  BurraH,  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
also  spoke  oa  thla  eobjeet  and  express- 
ed hi*  very  *troag  dealr*  that  ovary,

Blr  Wilfrid  Laurler  entirely  miscon- 
ceives the  Issues  at.  stake  In  th*  war 
when  he  expresses  the  fear  that  militar- 
ism will  be  expanded  In  England  after 
its  close.  An  assertion  such  as  that 
with  which  he  is  credited  comes  with 
ytry  bad  grace  from  the  Liberal  leader 
at  thla  crista  When  he  speaka  of  mili- 
tarism expanding  in  England  It  ia  tanta- 
mount to  saying  that  it  exists  now.  That 
which  does  not  exist  cannot  expand.  We 
deny  emphatically  that  the  building  up 
of  a  great  army  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
storing- the  Integrity  of  a  mall  nations 
and  vindicating  the  sanctity  of  the  pub- 
lic law  of  Europe  can  be  Interpreted  aa 
being  a  departure  in  the  direction  of 
militarism.  Even  the  fact  that  Sir  Wil- 
frid waa  apeaking  in  Quebec  form*  no 
excuae  for  hla  remark*.  What  he  said 
is  a  poor  compliment  to  the  soldier*  who 
have  gone  forth  from  Canada,  for  he  ha* 
hinted  that  an  outcome  of  the  war  will 
be  the  very  evil  that  the  armies  of  th* 
Empire  are  striving   to  put  down. 

What  a  peculiar  bent  of  mind  tha  Lib- 
eral leader  display*,  and  how  at  variance 
it  is  to  the  sentiment  of  the  vast  major- 
ity of  the  people  of  the  Dominion!  Some- 
times, unwittingly,  we  hope,  he  ha*  a 
habit  of  damning  the  Mother  Country 
with  faint  praise.  Nobody  forgets  how 
at  the  time  the  Naval  Aid  Bill  waa  be- 
ing considered  he  pleaded  that  Germany 
had  no  designs  against  Great  Britain  and 
that,  therefore,  the  German  Emperor' a 
desire  for  a  place  in  the  sun  did  not  con- 
flict with  British  ideals.  It  will  be  re- 
called that  he  ridiculed  the  German  men- 
ace, and  through  his  regrettable  ignor- 
ance of  the  international  situation,  and 
a  refusal  to  be  guided  by  the  advice  of 
the  Admiralty,  lulled  hi*  follower*  Into 
the  same  false  aecurltty  a*  he  affected 
himself,  thus  preventing  the  Dominion 
from  being  represented  in  the  battle  line 
of  the  North  Sea. 

Sir  Wilfrid's  latest  assertions  are  a 
libel  on  the  effort*  that  the  Empire  is 
putting  forth  in  the  cause  of  liberty  and 
Justice,  buch  statements  may  be  pala- 
table to  a  certain  number  of  his  follow- 
ers, but  by  the  great  ma  s  of  public' 
opinion  in  Canada  they  will  be  keenly 
resented.

"There  aint  no  slch  animile,"  said  the 
man  when  he  first  saw  a  giraffe,  and 
when  we  And  a  writer  In  an  Eastern 
paper  advocating  the  development  of 
Canadian  humor,  we  feel  like  making 
gome  such  observation.  Judge  Halibur- 
ton  in  Sam  Slick  evolved  a  type  of 
humor,  but  it  wa*  not  Canadian.  Indeed 
no  one  recognised  this  better  than  the 
Judge,  for  he  put  his  witticisms  Into  the 
mouth  of  a  Yankee  clock  pedler.  The 
quaintness  of  his  expressions  was  more 
characteristic  of  a  man  from  New  Eng- 
land than  of  one  from  Nova  Scotia  A 
Vermont  parson  skid  In  a  conversation 
not  very  long  ago:  "Vermont  Is  a  good 
state  to  be  born  in  and  a  good  state  to 
emigrate  frbm  young."  Thl*  pictur- 
esque type  of  phraseology  I*  not  uncom- 
mon In  rural  N*w  England,  and  waa 
once  far  from  unusual  In  th*  rural  sec- 
tions of  New  Brunswick  and  Nova 
Scotia.  We  cannot  take  Sam  Slick  a*  a 
model  for  Canadian  humor.  The  writer 
auggesta  that  Prof.  Stephen  Leacock 
might  perhapa  do  for  a  model.  Mr.  Lea- 
cock  la  an  Engltahman  and  hia  humor 
ia  of  the  British  variety,  broadened 
somewhat  by  hla  experience  in  Canada. 
We  fear  he  cannot  be  taken  aa  a  Cana- 
dian type. 

But  aa  poets  are  born,  not  made,  ao 
humor  must  be  born  and  not  built  ac- 
cording to  any  model.  It  la  said,  and 
Justly  so,  that  Canadians  are  too  aerious, 
and  ao  doubtleae  we  are.  but  It  muat  be 
remembered  that  moet  of  u*  come  from 
a  stock  of  hard  workers,  men  who  went 
to  bed  tired  almost  every  night,  and 
who  had  not  time  in  their  etrenuoue 
exletence  to  cultivate  the  grace*  of  con- 
versation or  literature.  Then  we  are 
stupendously  partisan  in  our  politic*. 
We  ar*  reminded  of  an  Incident  that  oc- 
curred In  the  Legislature  not  very  many 
year*  ago.  Mr.  Parker  Williams,  whoa* 
•ens*  of  humor  ia  well  developed,  matfe 
an  exceedingly  amusing  reference  to  Sir 
Richard  McBride.  Now  Sir  Richard's 
habit  Is.  when  a  Joke  ia  made  at  hla 
•span**  publicly,  to  look  about  tea 
thousand  times  aa  **l*n*a  aa  ha  feels. 
and  ha  played  to  form  oa  thla  oeesston. 
Oaa  of  his  supporter*  *****  *ut  of  tha 
Hon**  la  a  St  at  indignation  aad  sug- 
gested la  a  friend  that  *om*thlag  aught 
to  ba  dwaa  t*  "that  aaaa  Wtlltaaaa.''  aad 
b*  wexed  yet  more  furieae  whoa  hi* 
frl*nd   laughed  at   him.     Wa  recall  the 


alleged  results  of  on*  of  hla 
solemnly  resolved  never  again  t*  be  aa 
"funny  aa  I  can."  In  our  o*  n  clumsy 
way  wa  have  once  or  twice  essayed  to 
ba  funny,  and  what  baa  been  tha  result? 
Some  oaa  ha*  always  got  mad;  some  oaa 
ela*  would  read  u*  a  lecture  wherein  it 
would  ba  pointed  out  how  inferior  wa 
are  to  Punch;  some  one  would  protest 
agalnat  anything  resembling  frivolity. 
Th*  result  ia  that  the  fountain*  of  fna 
within  us.  that  one*  seemed  inclined 
with  a  little  coaxing  and  encouragement 
to  bubble  up,  not  too  conspicuously,  but 
nevertheless  to  bubble,  have  dried  up, 
and  we  would  no  more  dare  to  make  a 
Joke  oa  th*  public  man  than  we  would 
dynamite  the  Parliament  Building.  And 
the  name  thing  1*  true  of  every  other 
newspaper  in  Canada.  There  is  a  Cana- 
dian named  Gadaby,  to  whom  nature 
Imported  a  humorous  vision  of  thing* 
and  he  writes  for  th*  papers.  Ho  u**d 
to  be  exceedingly  funny,  but  the  poli- 
tician* have  spoiled  him.  He  cannot  be 
very  old  yet  and  possibly  he  can  reform 
and  get  back  into  the  realm  of  pure  fun. 
Bengough  waa  one*  very  funny  with  hi* 
penoil,  but  there  wa*  not  a  public  man 
In  th*  country,  except  Sir  John  Mac 
donald,  who  did  not  get  cross  otter  his 
cartoons.  Some  of  'the  older  membeia 
of  the  newspaper  fraternity  may  recall 
Edward  Blake's  unbridled  Indignation 
because  of  a  cartoon  by  Bengough  bear- 
ing the  legend:  "Go  hang  a  calf  akin  on 
thy  recreant  limbs." 

The  difficulty  about  developing  Cana- 
dian humor  Ilea  in  the  fact  that  we  are 
all  too  new;  we  all  know  each  other  too 
well;  we  see  each  other  too  often. 
Therefore  we  will  have,  we  fear,  to  put 
up  with  the  Imported  humor,  and  In  thia 
respect  we  act  much  the  same  aa  we 
do  in  trade.  We  give  a  British  prefer- 
ence but  we  get  most  of  our  fun  from 
the  United  States,

Defending  the  abandonment  of  unten- 
able positions,  General  von  Hindenburg 
■aid:  "If  we  lose  the  war  we  will  lose 
them  anyway;  if  we  win  the  war  we  will 
get  them  back."  This  sounds  very  wise 
and,  Just  as  it  was  once  proposed  by  a 
British  humorist  to  incorporate  a  com- 
pany to  extract  sunbeams  from  cucum- 
bers, so  we  suppose  the  Germans  can  ex- 
tract some  comfort  from  their  Idol's 
phrase.  But  it  is  nonsense  Just  the 
■ame.  Apply  it  to  Comblea  and  Thlep- 
val.  Here  were  positions  with  every 
possible  defence  that  experienced  in- 
genuity could  devise.  The  Germans 
have  lost  them.  It  is  idle  to  say  that  if 
they  win  the  war  they  will  get  them 
back  again.  They  did  not  fortify  those 
positions  because  of  the  intrinsic  value 
of  the  few  square  miles  they  cover. 
They  were  mad*  as  strong  as  they  could 
be  made  because,  In  the  opinion  of  the 
German  command,  it  was  of  extreme  Im- 
portance to  the  success  of  Its  plana  that 
thoae  positions  should  ba  held  at  all 
coat.  Having  lost  them,  what  felly  is  it 
to  minimize  th*  dlaaater  by  keying  that 
if  the  war  goes  against  Germany  they 
would  have  been  lost  anyway,  and  if  it 
goes  in  favor  of  Germany  they  will  be 
got  back.  These  places  have  been  lost 
because  the  war  la  going  agalnat  Ger- 
many. 


A  deputation  representing  a  million 
and  a  quarter  organised  workingmen 
recently  waited  upon  Mr.  Asquith  to 
ask  that  step*  shall  be  taken  to  pre- 
vent the  dislocation  of  labor  condition* 
after  the  war,  when  th*  soldiers  return 
to  civil  pursuit*.  They  also  asked  that 
after  the  war  the  departure  from  the 
principles  of  trades  unionism,  which 
have  been  patriotically  permitted  by 
organised  labor,  shall  not  be  continued. 
Mr.  Aaquith  met  the  first  request  by 
saying  that  the  disbanding  of  the 
troops  shall  take  place  only  gradually, 
so  as  not  to  throw  a  great  number  of 
men  upon  the  labor  market  at  any  one 
time,  and  on  the  aecond  point  he  Bald 
that  aome  special  administrative  ma- 
chinery would  be  established  to  deal 
with  that  aspect*  of  the  case.  He  as- 
sured the  deputation  that  the  Govern- 
ment fully  appreciated  the  gravity  of 
the  situation  that  will  arise  and  said 
the  policy  to  be  adopted  in  dealing  with 
it  waa  already  receiving  very  serious 
consideration.  A  demobilisation  com- 
mittee la  already  at  work,  and  Mr.  'Aa- 
yulth  Invited  the  labor  organizations  to 
place  their  views  before  it.  An  Ameri- 
can paper,  commenting  upon  this  inter- 
view, said: 

In  such  a  matter  as  this,  the  value 
of  careful  preparation  and  forethought 
can  hardly  be  overestimated.  When  a 
problem  presents  aspects  of  urgency, 
and  conditions  calling  for  Immediate 
action  have  to  be  dealt  with,  the  temp- 
tation to  meet  the  first  want  by  the 
moat  ready  maana  without  any  regard 
to  a  general  scheme.  I*  often  very 
strong.  Indeed,  in  some  Instances,  such 
a  course  la  tha  only  course  possible. 
In  a  matter,  however,  ao  vast  and  far- 
reaching  a*  th*  rehablllatlon  of  the 
civil  life  of  an  entire  country,  the  pos- 
sibility of  auch  a  situation  arising 
must,  of  course,  be  avoided  at  all  cost*. 
It  Is  satisfactory,  therefore,  to  find  that 
the  whole  question  Is  being  taken  In 
hand  by  the  authorities  with  auch  a 
deep  **n*e  of  it*  Importance. 

The  *fter-the-war  problem  in  respect 
to  labor  will  necessarily  be  more  diffi- 
cult in  th*  United  Kingdom  than  In 
other  parta  of  tha  Empire,  but  It  will 
not  be  without  It*  embarrassing  fea- 
tures In  Canada.  We  have  not  yet  ob- 
served much  evidence  that  It  la  being 
aa  aerioualy  aad  systematically  consid- 
ered In  say  part  of  the  Dominion  a*  It 
ought  to  b*. 


It  la  a  vary  go*d  thing  that  Dr.  Raid 
e*d  Mr.  Martin  Burrell  are  spending  a 
aumhsr  of  days  oa  tha  PaelSo  Coast. 
Usually  Meaaeata  «*?  p»  Dominion  Oov- 
•Vsassaht  pay  ealy  tying  vtett*.  aad 
Jhsraly  have  gnashed  -ay  lag  "Maw  as 
yau  «*>r  before  they  beat*  t*  ear 
m°* >•*■*>"  Am  Or.  Rata  est  It  It"  "fa 
hard    te    aaoter*t*ad   each   athar    whan 


discussions  are  carried  oa  at  long  range. 
Our  visitor*  by  remaining  hare  for  sev- 
eral day*  will  not  only  have  tha  oppor- 
tunity of  receiving  formal  preeentatlon 
of  tha  views  of  pur  people,  but  they  can 
ia  aa  Informal  way  get  In  touch  with 
public  sentiment,  which  la  often  th* 
better  wsy. 

Both  ministers  have  produced  a  very 
favorable  impression  In  Victoria.  Their 
outspoken  way  of  discussing  ail  ques- 
tions, their  evident  desire  to  enlarge 
their  stock  of  knowledge,  the  clearness 
with  which  they  stated  their  own  views 
combined  to  make  consultations  with 
them  highly  acceptable  to  local  people, 
aad  they  themselves  have  asid  to  ren- 
der It  profitable  to  them.  Neither  the 
Minlater  of  Customs  nor  the  Minister 
of  Agriculture  occupies  a  place  in  the 
administration  of  the  country  that 
lends  Itself  to  the  spectacular.  They  are 
hard  worked  by  a  maaa  of  details,  but 
both  Dr.  Reid  and  Mr.  Burrell  have 
made  good  In  their  respective  lines  and 
have  shown  themselves  to  be  exceeding- 
ly useful  men. 

We  hope  the  example  they  have  set 
by  making  a  somewhat  prolonged  stay 
on  the  Coast  will  be  followed  by  aome 
of  their  colleague*,  so  that  the  whole 
Cabinet  may  see  the  local  color  of  pub- 
lic questions.  It  would  not  be  a  bad 
plan  to  pas*  a  law  directing  that  every 
Cabinet  Minister  should  spend  two 
months  each  year  somewhere  west  of 
the  Great  Lakes,  preferably,  of  course, 
In  Victoria.  ' 

No  one  would  think  of  charging  The 
London  Morning  Post  with  a  lack  of 
patriotism*  but  the  attack  which  it  is 
said  to  have  made  on  Mr.  Lloyd  George 
Is  hard  to  excuse.  The  Post  is  the  or- 
gan of  a  clique  which  resents  the  grow- 
ing democratization  of  British  institu- 
tions.

A  Berlin  newspaper,  commenting 
upon  a  statement  attributed  to  Presi- 
dent Wilson  that  the  Ui#lted  States 
muat  have  a  voice  in  the  treaty  of 
peace,  aa  if  that  country  were  one  of 
the  belligerents,  aaya  "a  peace  under 
auch  ctrcumatancea  would  never  be  a 
Prussian  peace."  But  aa  there  is  not 
going  to  be  any  "Prussian  peace,"  we 
do  not  aee  that  thla  makes  any  differ- 
ence. 


We  feel  obliged  to  close  our  columna 
after  today  against  any  furfher 
discussion  of  the  mission  of  the 
Church.  A  number  of  letters 
have  been  received  but  hava  not 
yet  been  printed.  Some  of  them  are 
very  long;  some  are  acrimonious;  some 
are  personal,  and  oae  of  them  is  politi- 
cal. No  possible  good  can  come  from 
publiahing  moat  of  them  and  very  little 
good  from  publiahing  any  of  them. 
Moat  of  them  would  require  to  be  re- 
written to  prevent  their  publication 
from  lowering  the  discussion  of  a  seri- 
ous question  into  a  mere  squabble.  They 
are  safest  In  the  waste-paper  basket,  and 
that  la  where  they  have  gone. 


According  to  a  statement  issued  1 
Berlin,  the  area  in  France  occupied  by 
the  German  forces  on  (that  date?) 
waa  8,200  square  miles.  It  is  about 
S.000  now,  supposing  the  estimate  to 
have*  been  correct.  The  same  statement 
also  gives  the  number  of  British  pris- 
oners in  the  hands  of  Germany  and  her 
allies  as  slightly  ov*r  30,000.  It  to 
claimed  that  nearly  a  million  and  a 
quarter  Russian  prisoners  have  been 
taken  since  the  war  began  and  over 
310,000  French.  No  statement  of  the 
prisoners  taken  by  the  Entente  Powers 
has  been  made,  but  the  number  must 
be  very  large.  If  the  German  estimate* 
are  correct,  the  number  of  prisoners 
held  on  both  aidea  muat  be  nearly 
3,600,000.

The    Oermaa    Oonetatutlon 

Under  the  constitution  as  It  exists 
the  supreme  control  bf  the  military  and 
political  affairs  of  th*  Empire  la  vested 
In  the  Kaiser,  the  King  of  Prussia.  Tha 
powera  of  the  Emperor  enable  him  to 
play  a  lone  hand  In  the  affaire  of  the 
Empire,  and  to  dominate  any  ministry, 
coalition  or  otherwise,  that  Is  appointed. 
The  Kaiser,  like  Bismarck,  prefer*  gov- 
erning without  a  Parliament.  There  I* 
no  such  thing  aa  a  ministry  or  cabinet 
in  the  sens*  In  which  it  is  understood 
in  Canada.  The  Emperor  appoint*  the 
Chancellor,  who  in  turn  selecta  varloua 
ministers  of  departments,  who  act  In* 
dependently  of  each  other  and  under 
the  control  of  the  Chancellor.  Tha  re- 
lations between  the  Chancellor  and  the 
Reichstag  have  been  at  timea  very 
strained,  but  the  tendency  of  Prussia, 
which  has  th*  upper  hand  in  the  Em- 
pire, is  to  strengthen  the  political 
power  of  the  Sovereign  and  to  diminish 
that  of  the  popular  Assembly.  A  Royal 
edict  in  1983  affirmed  the  monarchical 
character  of  the  Prussian  constitution, 
the  right  of  the  King  personally  to 
direct  the  policy  of  fhe  state.  This 
Prussian  idea  of  government  by  divine 
right  permeates  the  wider  sphere  of  the 
German  Empire,  where  the  present 
Kaiser,  as  Bismarck  once  declared.  I* 
determined  to  be  hi*  own  Chancellor. 
From  the  day  of  Bismarck's  resignation 
the  chief  control  has  paaaed  Into  th* 
hand*  or  William  the  Second.  Like  the 
Great  Elector,  h*  turned  to  hi*  army 
for  th*  power  to  enforce  hi*  policy.— 
Toronto  Globe.

CHARM  BY  BAKERS 

Council  Hears  of  Reported 
Methods  of  Man  to  Sell 
Prior  Street  Lot— Protest 
Against  Stable  Building. 


Attempted  extortion  on  the  part  of  a 
Prior  Street  property  owner  waa  the 
charge  made  yesterday  before  tha  City 
Council  by  Mr.  W.  Shelly,  of  Meagre. 
Shelly  Bros.,  bakers,  and  Mr.  F.  Hlg- 
gins,  solicitor  for  the  firm.  The  charge 
waa  that  the  Prior  Street  property 
owner  tried  to  force  the  membera  of 
the  firm  to  buy  a  lot  near  their  bakery 
on  Prior  Street  aa  a  alto  far  their  new 
stables,  under  the  threat  If  they  would 
not  take  the  property  he  would  or- 
ganize a  deputation  and  demand  that 
the  City  Council  prohibit  Shelly  Bros, 
from  increasing  the  alae  of  their  pre- 
sent  stable,   or  building  a  new  ona. 

Thla  waa  the  sensation  sprung  In  the 
afternoon,  when  a  deputation  of  some 
29  men,  women  and  children,  residents 
and  property  owners  In  tha  Kings  Road 
and  Hillside  Avenue  district  appeared 
before  the  City  Council.  The  bakery 
representative  aald  tha  deputation  waa 
present  simply  aa  a  materialisation  of 
the  threat  of  the  property  owner,  alter 
he  could  not  aell  hia  lot 

Mr.  Hlgglns  told  the  Council  that  hie 
clients  wanted  the  sanction  of  the  city 
to  build  a  new  etable  on  the  ulna  be- 
tween Blackwood  and  Prior  Streets,  be- 
hind the  bakery.  He  aald  this  waa  to 
supplant  the  present  insanitary  stable 
which  is  being  used  by  12  horses  and 
to  provide  the  firm  with  accommodation 
for  20  horses.  He  explained  that  the 
plans,  which  have  been  approved  by 
the  City  Health  Department,  call  for 
a  modern  stable  which  will  bo  com- 
pletely fly  and  odor  proof. 

Mr.  Shelly  aald  that  hie  firm  had 
spent  $30,000  on  Its  plant  and  It  would 
mean  a  great  loss  to  them  If  they  were 
forced  to  move  elsewhere  through  be- 
ing refused  permission  to  build  a  new 
and  modern  stable.  L 

The  property  owners  protested 
against  the  new  stable  because  the 
building  by-law  prohibits  such  struc- 
tures in  a  residential  district.  It  was 
asserted  by  some  of  the  owners  that 
the  construction  of  a  new  etable  would 
decrease  the  value  of  their  property  by 
50  per  cent. 

The  City  Solicitor  will  report  on  the 
right  of  the  city  to  refuse  the  permit 
at  Monday  night's  meeting  the  Council. 
Mr.  Hlgglns  claimed  that  the  by-law 
could  not  stand  the  test  of  the  courts 
and  aald  that  If  the  Council  refuaed  the 
permit,  he  would  appeal  the  case.

"It  is  now  over  two  years  since  you 
became  a  member  of  the  executive  com- 
mittee of  Ward  HI.,  for  the  latter  part 
of  which  you  have  been  the  chairman 
of  the  ward.  During  all  of  thla  period 
your  voice  and  Influence  have  alwaya 
been  used  on  the  side  of  clean  and  hon- 
est politics,  and  if  at  any  .time  any  of 
us  have  differed  witth  you,  we  have  al- 
waya felt  that  your*  motives  were  pure 
and  that  your  ldeala  were  high  and 
praiseworthy. 

"In  joining  with  your  fellow  Conser- 
vatives of  this  ward  In  helping  to  man- 
age the  affairs  of  our  party,  you  have 
acted  the  part  of  a  good  citizen. 

"There  are  those  who  appear  to  think 
that  politics  is  too  dirty  for  them  to 
touch,  lest  they  may  become  contamin- 
ated thereby.

.  In  Mr.  Johnston's  opinion  the  pave- 
ment will  be  In  use  on  the  East 
Saanich  Road  as  far  as  Saanlchton  be- 
fore the  cloae  of  the  year.  Thle  will 
leave  a  mile  to  do  aa  soon  as  the 
spring  of  1*17  opens  between  the  com- 
munity mentioned  and  the  limits  of 
the   municipality. 

The  Warren  Construction  company's 
contract  calls  for  the  Improvement  of 
nineteen  miles  of  road,  the  greater  part 
of  which  has  been  disposed  of.  Ac- 
cording to  the  engineer,  therefore, 
eighteen  milee  of  It  will  be  In  service 
in  the  course  of  the  next  few  weeks. 
The  Shelbourne  Street  pavement  is 
making  splendid  progress  and  that 
thoroughfare  will  be  open  to  the  pub- 
lic before  the  expiration  of  two  waeka. 
It  will  be  welcomed  by  residents  of 
the  district  aa  well  as  by  Victorians,  aa 
It  will  give  motorlste  a  through  road, 
of  the  very  beat  kind,  to  Mount  Doug- 
laa Park,  Cordova  Bay.  and  other 
popular   reaorte. 

Mr.  Johnston  also  states  that  the 
waterworks  ayetem  la  being  installed 
rapidly  and  that  within  five  weeks  all 
the  work  that  remalna  to  be  done  In 
connection  with  this  project  ahould  be 
complete. 

With  the  latter  public  enterprlaa  off 
hia  hands,  and  the  paving  practically 
complete,  Mr.  Johnston  will  leave  the 
service  of  Haanirh  for  the  duration  of 
tha  war.  it  being  hie  Intention  to  Join 
one  of  the  British  Columbia  Engineer- 
ing rorps  and  go  to  the  front.

Mr.  M.  A.  Maodonald,  Liberal  member- 
elect  for  Vancouver,  where  be  headed  the 
list  of  the  alx  Liberal  members  who 
were  successful,  arrived  In  the  city  yes- 
terday and  had  a  conference  with  hie 
leader,  Mr.  H.  C.  Brewster.  Mr.  McDon- 
ald, aa  a  reault  of  the  atrenuoua  election 
campaign,  waa  forced  to  take  a  rest  fol- 
lowing its  termination,  but  he  haa  re- 
covered from  hla  Indisposition.  He  la 
about  the  only  certainty  aa  yet  In  the 
Liberal  cabinet.  It  being  a  generally  ac- 
cepted fact  that  he  will  be  given  the 
office  of  Attorney-General  in  the  new 
Cabinet 

Recently  at  Vancouver  Mr.  Macdonald 
expreaaed  the  intention  of  the  Liberal 
party  to  eeek  to  secure  the  return  to 
Canada  of  John  T.  Scott,  the  erstwhile 
organiser  for  the  Provincial  Liberal  As- 
sociation, whose  Illegal  work  at  the  re- 
cent bye-election  at  Vancouver  remitted 
In  a  warrant  being  laaued  for  hla  arrest 
by  the  Government,  but  which  he  es- 
caped by  flying  to  Seattle,  Hcott  la  now 
under  bonds  in  Seattle  pending  the  dis- 
posal of  the  case  the  United  Statea  Im- 
migration authorities  have  laid  agalnat 
him  In  their  effort  to  deport  him  to 
Canada  on  the  ground  that  he  le  an  un- 
desirable la  that  thought  ha  haa  a  wife 
living  in  Canada  he  brought  a  young  girl 
Into  the  Statea  and  married  bar.  The 
caae  la  now  before  the  authorities  at 
Washington. 


There  seems  to  be  much  diveraity  of 
opinion  amongst  prominent  men  in 
France  aa  to  who  la  responsible  for  the 
preaent  war.  Some  take  the  view  that 
It  la  the  Kaiser,  while  others  aeem  to 
bo  unsparing  In  their  efforts  to  exoner- 
ate him  from  that  blame.  Among  the 
latter  la  M.  Paul  Helmer,  who  discussed 
the  matter  in  an  address  given  by  him 
In  the  Grand  Amphitheatre  of  the  Sor- 
bonne, a  ahort  time  ago.  The  addreaa, 
which  appears  In  Nouvellee  de  France, 
haa  been  translated  for  The  Colonist, 
will  appear  in  series,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing la  the  first  instalment: 
L 
Some  months  ago  the  German  jour- 
nals published  the  account  of  a  tragic 
acana.  panning  by  a  large  mound  which 
covered  the  corpses  of  German  soldiers 
fallen  In  the  terrible  battles  of  Flan- 
ders, William  II.  baited  himaelf,  over- 
come by  deep  emotion,  and  after  a 
moment  of  meditative  alienee,  he  ex- 
claimed: "I  call  upon  God  to  wltneaa — 
I  swear  before  Him  I  have  not  willed 
that"      (Ich   habe   daa   nlcht  gewollt) 

"What  ia  the  significance  of  thla  cry 
which  the  German  journals  have  scat- 
tered throughout  the  world,  which  the 
German  propaganda  haa  exploited  by 
reproducing  it  upon  illustrated  cards 
distributed  in  profusion,  even  in  the 
camps  Of   prisoners? 

"Our  enemlea  have  seen  In  It  a  loyal 
protest  of  Innocence  of  the  German  Em- 
pire forced  Into  war  through  the  male- 
volence of  Its  enemies.  Amongst  our- 
selves and  amongst  our  friends  many 
have  seen  In  it  nothing  but  the 
hupreme  hyprocisy  of  a  man  whose 
vanity  haa  plunged  the  whole  world 
into  the  moat  dreadful  catastrophe  that 
hlatory  haa  ever  been  called  upon  to  re- 
cord. The  Kaiser  would  repeat  once 
more  the  atory  of  the  concerted  attacks 
of  the  Allien.  Jealous  of  the  greatness 
of  Germany,  against  a  strong  and  en- 
terprising Empire  for  which  the  future 
held  in  reserve  a  destiny  of  power,  of 
triumph  and  of  glory.  Calling  to  mind 
former  theatrical  manifestations  of 
William  II.,  many  only  saw  In  hla  at- 
titude a  new  melo-dramatle  scene  play- 
ed by  the  Imperial  Lohengrin. 

"In  my  opinion  the  sense  of  these 
words  Is  quite  different  and  I  ask  you 
to  bear  with  me  a  moment  if  I  tell  you 
one  thing  which  may  appear  to  you 
paradoxical  and  monstrous,  which  will, 
perhaps,  bo  repugnant  to  the  fixed  ideas 
and  sentiments  you  have  formed  re- 
garding the  personalities  who  have  de- 
sired and  provoked  thla  war.  Let  me 
have  your  confidence  aome  mlnutee  when 
you  hear  me  say  that  I  believe  in  the 
sincerity  of  .  the  Kaiser  when  I  take 
from  the  text  of  hie  letter  these  words: 
"Ich  habe  das  nlcht  gewollt"  (I  have 
not  willed  war),  that,  in  a  word,  I 
truly  believe  the  Emperor  of  Germany, 
William  of  Hohensollern,  second  and 
last  of  his  name,  is  not  the  principal 
responsible  author  of  this  war. 

"And  if  I  dare  today  tell  you  my 
opinion,  the  opportuneness  for  which 
may  appear  doubtful  at  the  start,  It  Is 
because  it  is  necessary  that  on  the 
morrow  of  the  victory,  on  the  sacred 
day  of  the  adjustment  of  accounts  wo 
shall  know  where  to  find  and  chastise 
the  real  culprits;  that  in  the  place  of 
the  wolf  that  we  would  wish  to  exter- 
minate we  shall  not  content  ourselves 
with  an  expiatory  sheep  that  they 
would  gladly  abandon  to  us. 

"Let  us  see.  therefore,  who  are  the 
principal  enemies;  let  us  weigh  the  cul- 
pability of  each  and  let  us  eetabllah 
in  a  precise  fashion  the  responsibilities. 
Seen  at  close  range  and  in  detail,  events 
often  take  on  a  different  aspect  than 
when  eeen  from  a  ill  stance:  struggles 
which  have  not  perplexed  the  distant 
and  passive  observer  afford  the  means 
of  distinguishing  between  those  who 
have  prepared,  decided  and  launched  the 
war,  and  others  who,  after  having  made 
long  efforts  to  resist  bellicose  tenden- 
cies, gave  way  to  them  through  weak- 
ness or  want  of  character.

At  preaent,  her  eon,  Vis- 
count  Glerawley,  haa  been  Invalided 
home,  and  aa  Lady  Anneeley'a  cottage 
la  near  London,  she  can  enjoy  hla  so- 
ciety and  he  can  benefit  by -the  quiet 
of  the  delightful  retreat  hla  mother  haa 
prepared.

broke." 

Early  in  June  about  twenty  boxers 
and  their  managers  were  Invited  to  the 
Argentine  Repablic  to  take  part  tn  aa 
International  tournament  from  which 
the  boxers  were  to  reap  a  golden  har- 
vest. On  arriving  at  Buenos  Aires  they 
ware  Informed  by  government  officials 
that  no  priso-flghtlng  would  be  allowed, 
but  boxing  exhibitions  could  be  held 
across  the  river. 

The  trip  waa  a  failure  from  begin- 
ning to  end.  Not  all  of  the  men  have 
come  back.  Sam  MeVey,  Bob  Devere 
and  Dava  Mills  are  still  In  Chile,  and 
they  have  every  chance  of  remaining 
there  unless  funds  are  sent  them.  Jim 
Buckley  haa  returned  with  the  boxers.

opened  In  the  presence  of  the  prisoners 
themselves  In  ths  oampa  in  Germany. 

You  say  it  is  hard  to  convince  people 
that  the  men  get  their  parcels.  We  also 
are  continually  being  asked  that  same 
question,  and  can  only  continue  to  give 
the  aame  answer.  About  twenty  of  our 
men  are  now,  I  am  glad  to  say.  Interned 
In  Switzerland,  and  have  most  of  them 
written  us  most  charming  letters.  They 
one  and  all  urge  us  to  continue  send- 
ing as  much  food  as  we  can  to  their 
comrades  left  behind,  as  they  say  they 
are  almoet  entirely  dependent  on  their 
parcels  from  home.  With  the  tighten- 
ing of  the  blockade  there  seems'  no 
doubt  that  food  conditions  in  Germany 
are  getting  worse  all  the  time,  and,  of 
course,  the  prisoners  suffer  first.  It 
behoves  us,  therefore,  to  redouble  our 
efforts  on  their  behalf  and  to  send  aa 
much  aa  we  can,  truatlng  that  She  one 
good  quality  the  Germane  have  display- 
ed, via,  their  honesty  In  delivering  the 
parcels,  will  continue. 

After  ten  months  of  sending  bread 
from  Switzerland  we  decided  that  a 
change  might  be  advisable,  and  that  the 
men  would  welcome  a  different  kind  of 
bread  for  a  time.  We  are,  therefore, 
now  sending  from  Dudeney  A  Johnston, 
Bedford,  who  bake  a  special  and  very 
excellent  white  bread  for  prisoners.  We 
have  had  very  satisfactory  postcards 
acknowledging  the  arrival  of  thla 
bread  in  excellent  condition. 

Aa  you  know,  a  large  percentage  of 
the  men  are  subscribing  10a.  a  month 
for  their  parcela.  This  auggeatlon  was 
made  to  them  by  the  Pay  Office,  who 
thought,  I  consider  quite  rightly,  that 
many  of  the  men  might  be  glad  of  an 
opportunity  of  helping  themselves,  in- 
stead of  being  entirely  dependent  on 
funds  subscribed  by  the  public.  They 
are  all  In  receipt  of  their  full  pay', 
which  ia  mounting  up  for  their  benefit; 
therefore  thla  arrangement  aeema  only 
fair.  It  la,  however,  of  courae  quite 
voluntary,  and  a  good  many  have  writ- 
ten to  aay  they  are  unable  to  agree  to 
the  auggeatlon. 

A  largo  number  of  our  men  are 
"adopted,"  and  money  contlnuee  to  pour 
in  for  the  fund  In  the  moat  satisfac- 
tory way.  The  generosity  of  people  in 
Canada  haa  been  truly  magnificent,  and 
I  think  now  I  aan  safely  aay  that  all 
our  men  are  being  sent  a  6s.  parcel  of 
provisions  weekly  as  well  as  tbs  four 
pounds  of  bread.  The  fund  raised  by 
H.ll.H.  the  Ducheea  of  Conngught  la 
being  devoted  to  supplying  tobacco  and 
cigarettes,  which  seem  much  appro* 
elated  and  give  much  pleasure. 

The  only  packing  we  do  here  Ife  the 
clothing.  In  the  Winter  we  sent  five 
parcels  to  each  man,  and  are  now  again 
sending  out  another  smaller  supply.  Ws 
have  also  been  promised  from  the  ware- 
house a  variety  of  articles,  such  as 
handkerchiefs,  towels,  soap,  brushes 
and  other  toilet  necessities,  which  wo 
are  going  to  pack  and  send  out  to  them. 
(This  was  done  early  in  July.— Ed.) 

We  have  got  parcels  returned  to  us 
from  Germany  aa  if  the  men  to  whom 
they  are  addressed  are  dead  or  cannot 
be  traced.  These  parcels  are  returned 
to  us  quite  Intact 

This  is  all  I  can  think  of  for  the 
moment  to  tell  you.  Should  you  ao- 
qulre  any  further  information,  please 
write  and  I  will  endeavor  to  supply  It 

It  haa  been  such  a  pleaaure  to  see 
Colonel  Noel  Marshall,  and  his  keen 
Interest  in  the  work  has  been  most  en- 
couraging. 

I  fear  these  terrible  lists  of  casual- 
ties will  mean  many  more  of  our  men 
being  prisoners  in  Germany.  Yours 
very  truly,  Evelyn  Rlvers-Bulkeley.

Dear  Mrs.  Plumptre. — Many  thanks  for 
your  letter.  I  shall  bo  only  too  happy 
to  give  you  any  Information  about  the 
work  In  thla  department.  The  first 
question  you  asked  aa  to  how  our  par- 
cels are  done  up  and  where.  All  our 
parcela  Of  provisions  ero  packed  at  the 
Civil  Service  stores,  where  a  room  le  sat 
agart  for  this  purpose,  and  two  or  throe 
men  do  nothing  else  but  attend  to  oar 
parcela  Someone  from  this  department 
of  the  Red  Cross  goes  up  nt  leant  once 
a  week  to  see  that  everything  is  going 
alt  right,  and  tbo  paresis  are  being  pro- 
parly  packed.  We  have  never  had  aay 
cause  to  complain  of  tbo  work  of  the 
Civil  Service  Stores  which  haa  been 
moot  consistently  satisfactory  through- 
out.

St.  AngeUf  of  Stanford  University,  still 

Thinks  Bngllsh  Oaxee  Ahead  of 

American  Football 

STANFORD  UNIVERSITY,  Cal..  Sept. 
20.— Dr.  Frank  Angell,  who  resigned 
from  the  head  of  the  faculty  athletic 
committee  prior  to  hla  departure  for 
Europe  where  he  went  to  assist  the 
Belgian  Relief  Commission,  was  re- 
stored to  that  poeltlon  when  Dr.  A.  T. 
Murray  resigned  in  his /favor. 

Dr.  Angell  had  much  to  do  with 
shaping  Stanford's  athletic  policy  and 
since  his  return  from  Europe  has  been 
survsylng  athletic  conditions  here  He 
aald  that  he  was  strongsr  than  ever 
for  rugby  and  against  the  American 
game   of   football. 

URGES  MAKING  OF 

MOVING  PICTURES  HERE 

Mr.   J.   A.   Melson   Tells  Aldermen  Tie. 
toria's  Climate  Is    Ideal  for    Indus- 
try—Heed* Capital  of  fBSrOOO 

Mr.  J.  Arthur  Nelson,  Interested  in 
the  moving  picture  industry,  and  repre- 
senting the  Dominion  Educational 
Films,  Limited,  discussed  at  the  Vic- 
toria and  Island  Development  rooms, 
yesterday,  a  proposal  to  establish  a  mo- 
tion picture  studio  in  Victoria.  Mr. 
Nelson  has  had  charge  of  some  large 
picture   concerns   In    the   United   States. 

After  being  introduced  by  Alderman 
Porter,  he  told  of  the  possibilities  for 
the   production   of   films. 

"People  ask,"  he  said,  "can  motion 
pictures  be  made  in  Victoria?  Every 
city  cannot  produce  films  on  account 
of  the  poor  light  and  the  climatic  con- 
ditions. There  is  only  profit  in  tho 
outdoor  work.  Inside  setting  takes  all 
the  producers'  profits,  as  to  furnish 
rooms  cost  sometimes  from  810,000  to 
830,000.  The  outside  pictures,  such  as 
the  educational  photo,  coat  practically 
nothing,  as  there  Is  no  high  priced  actor 
or  actresses   to  pay. 

"The  climate  of  Victoria  is  suitable 
tor  the  production  of  motion  picture 
plays.  In  Los  Angeles  last  year  the 
precipitation  was  far  greater  than  that 
of  Victoria.  The  large  out-of-door 
photo-play  Is  of  far  more  Interest  to 
the  picture  enthusiast  than  the  play 
with  all  Interior  scenes.  The  taking  of 
pictures  here  would  advertise  Victoria 
the  world  over,  as  thsss  pictures  will 
be  shown  in  the  United  States.  France, 
Kussia,  and  other  large  European  coun- 
tries. 

"In  selling  the  films,  a  buyer  will 
take  a  play  with  a  novel  background 
far  sooner  than  ths  others.  I  am  no 
American;  I  am  a  Britisher;  and  I 
would  certainly  like  to  aee  the  people 
of  this  city  take  up  the  motion  picture 
industry,  so  ss  to  sell  the  pictures  over 
the  American's  heada.  The  latter  In  the 
past  have  been  producing  the  same  old 
atyle  of  plays  which  were  produced  a 
number  of  years  ago. 

"These  pictures  will  be  released  In 
the  United  States  and  will  travel  the 
world  over.  Tho  people  will  see  what 
possibilities  Victoria  has.  Ths  tourist 
will  see  the  grandeur  of  the  place,  and 
will  want  to  come  and  visit  it  People 
who  wish  to  invest  money  In  foreign 
countries,  will  aee  that  Victoria  la  a 
safe  place  for  Investments.  It  will  be 
an  education  for  the  children  to  see  how 
the  different  people  In  different  parts  of 
the  universe  live.  People  In  the  East 
who  think  Victoria  is  a  village  on  the 
side  of  a  hill  with  a  few  houses  plant- 
ed hsre  and  there  will  change  their 
minds  when  they  see  th*  beautiful  sur- 
roundings and  scenery,  and  will  be  only 
too  willing  to   visit   this  city. 

"What  value  Is  this  institution  to 
Victoria?  It  will  bring  more  money 
here.  It  will  advertise  victoria  far  and 
wide.  In  fast  it  will  have  everybody 
talking  about  Victoria.  I  have  travelled 
through  Canada  and  America,  and  Vic- 
toria I  f  lad  Is  one  of  the  most  sultabts 
•pot*.  In  Vancouver  the  pfeclpltatlon 
la  twice  as  greet  as  st  Victoria,  and 
so  the  former  place  Is  unfavorable  for 
the  motion   picture   production. 

"There  la  no  was  starting  a  company 
unless  we  have  a  good  sound  basis  We 
need  from  IM.eOs  to  fSO.SOO.  We  will 
turn  out  pictures  aa  fast  as  any  Amer- 
ican company  can.  and  alas  sell  them 
far  qelckor.

Yestarday  afternoon  the  Victoria  Club 
commenced  it*  Winter  season  of  acti- 
vities, with  an  "at  boms"  given  in  the 
pretty  reception  rooms  of  the  club- 
room*  la  the  Campbell  Building.  Ths 
most  interesting  feature  of  the  after- 
noon's entertainment  was  an  address 
delivered  by  Mr.  Harper,  of  Australia. 
In  the  ebeance  of  the  president  Mrs. 
Roper,  the  vice-president  Mrs.  Ooulby, 
occupied  the  chair  and  introduced  the 
speaker  of  the  afternoon. 

He  was  proud  to  think,  he  said,  that 
the  men  of  thi*  fair  Province,  by  an 
overwhelming  majority,  have  confirmed 
adult  suffrage  fox  all  future  elections, 
and  hs  felt  sure  from  bis  experience 
In  Australia  and  New  Zealand  that  the 
women  in  British  Columbia  would  play 
their  part  when  the  time  comes  as 
nobly  as  they  have  done  In  the  Anti- 
podes. New  Zealand  by  granting  the 
full  parliamentary  vote  to  women  In 
1883  was  the  first'  British  country  to' 
place  women  on  tho  same  footing  as 
men.  In  regard  to  the  selection  of  can- 
didates for  the  Dominion  House,  and 
under  their  democratic  form  of  govern- 
ment they  even  went  further  when 
dealing  with  this  matter  by  giving  the 
Maori  women  the  same  right  to  vote 
equally  with  tho  white  women.  At  the 
present  day  four  Maori  members  sit 
In  the  lower  house  of  the  Legislature 
representing  the  adult  Maori  vote  It 
wa*  to  be  remembered,  however,  that 
no  woman  even  with  thl*  extended 
franchise  could  become  a  member  of 
either  house  In  the  Dominion  of  New 
Zealand,  but  they  were  eligible  to -all 
elective  offices.  Up   to   the    ^present, 

howsver,  owing  to  conditions  being 
somewhat  unsettled  in  that  country  the 
women  are  more  or  less  kept  fully  oc- 
cupied with  the  work  of  their  homes 
and  therefore  had  not  to  any  great 
extent  taken  advantage  of  this  fact. 
Effect  In  Sf ew  Bsalaad 
"I  think  now."  said  the  speaker, 
"that  wo  may  deal  with  the  effect  of 
the  women'*  vote  upon  legislation  in 
the  Dominion  of  New  Zealand,  and  In 
this  connection  I  would  like  to  say  that 
the  New  Zealand  method*  of  caring 
for  the  health  of  women  and  children 
are  cited  as  models  for  the.  whole 
world.  The  Infant  death  rate  in  this 
little  Dominion  is  fifty-one  per  thou- 
aand.  and  less  than  half  of  that  of 
the  United  States  of  America.  It  may 
also  be  noted  that  since  women  secured 
the  vote  legislative  measures  hsve  been 
enacted  making  women  eligible  to  prac- 
tise at  the  bar;  giving  equal  educa- 
tional opportunities  and  honors  to  both 
sexes  in  ths  common  schools,  high 
schools  and  universities;  establishing 
old  age  pensions;  providing  for  ths  li- 
censing of  servants'  employment  bu- 
reaus for  ths  protection  of  girls;  pro- 
viding measures  for  tho  protection  of 
adopted  and  boarded-out  children;  pro- 
viding for  the  maintenance  of  destitute 
persons  by  their  relatives;  regulating 
property  succession  so  as  to.  Insure  pro- 
vision for  testator's  wlfs,  husband,  or 
family  (a  fair  division,  regardless  of 
aox),  and  the  maintenance  of  defective 
and  invalid  children;  making  compul- 
sory the  maintenance  of  wife  and  fam- 
ily upon  men,  and  providing  that  wages 
be  paid  to  prisoner*  for  the  aupport  of 
wife  and  family;  creating  and  regulat- 
ing Industrial  and  technical  schools; 
providing  state  aid  for  mothers;  pro- 
viding for  humane  and  reformatory 
methods  of  dealing  with  prisoners;  In- 
stituting the  probation  aystsm;  sup- 
pressing indecent  pictures  and  immoral 
literature  and  plays;  creating  a  juvenile 
court;  making  conditions  of  divorce 
equal  for  both  sexes;  providing  for 
compensation  to  woman  for  slandsr; 
providing  equal  pay  for  equal  wofk;  In- 
suring healthy  conditions  and  a  mini- 
mum wage  for  working  women;  insti- 
tuting temperance  regulations,  and  very 
many  other  problems  of  social  and 
economic   value. 

"Australia  followed   New   Zealand  by 
giving   full    federal    parliamentary   suf- 
frage to  women  in   1002,  or  nine  years 
later,   but   It   has   to  be   borne   in   mind 
that   up    till    1802    only    two    states    out 
of  six  comprising     the     Federation   of 
Australia    had    granted    adult    suffrage, 
but  when  It  was  aeon  by  the  remaining 
four  states  how   sensible   was   the  way 
in    which    the    women    registered    their 
votes  at  ths  first  federal  parliamentary 
election,    they    at    the   earliest   possible 
moment   extended   the   vote   to   the  wo- 
men within  their  various  boundaries. 
■,avy  BospoaslsilJtios 
"To   show    thst    the    women    of    New 
Zealand     have     fully     appreciated     the 
heavy      responsibilities      placed      upon 
them,  squally  with  the  men.  Sf  bringing 
in  necessary   and   provident  legislation, 
it    Is   only    right    that    we    should    look 
to   their   actions   in   conducting    the   af- 
fairs of  the  Dominion  of  Nsw  Zealand 
in  this  awful  time  of  war.     At  the  pre- 
sent moment  out  of  a  population  of  a 
little  under  one  million,  of  which  sev- 
eral   thousand    are    Maoris,    Nsw    Zea- 
land  has  sent   to   the   front  over  sixty 
thousand     men,     tod     Is     supplying    s 
monthly  contingent  of  some  four  fhou- 
aand    to   fill    up    the    gaps.      From    this 
fact   you   will   at   once  see  how   neces- 
ssry  it  Is  for  the  women  to  step  into 
the  breach  and  undertake  a  great  deal 
of  the  work   that  previously   was  dons 
by    their    fathers,    husbands    and    bro- 
thers,   and    I    can    only    say    that    they 
have   more   than   exceeded    expectations 
in   this  respect. 

"There  Is  no  doubt  the  effect  of  the 
women's  vote  upon  legislation  ha*  been 
vary  marked,  and  since  getting  the 
franchise  they  have  helped  to  eecur* 
measures  providing  for  equal  pay  for 
equal  work;  equal  naturalisation  law*, 
protection  of  Juvenile  immigrants;  re- 
gulation of  the  food  and  milk  suppliss; 
protection  of  Infent  life;  appointment 
sf  police  mstrone;  provision  for  de- 
serted wives,  and  maintenance  of  wives 
of  prisoners  oat  of  prisoners*  earnings: 
establishment  of  Juvenile  courts:  stste 
aupport  for  free  kindergartens  snd  piay- 
grounda;  estsbllsktnent  of  old  age  pen- 
atons  and  maternity  grant*  of  815  la 
respect  sf  each  child  horn:  estsbtish- 
BMBt  of  sight-hour  day  for  women: 
state  boards  for  ths  Satag  sf  s  mini- 
mum wage  seele.  and  hoars  and  eoav 
aitlons  far  working  women;  raising  ths 
sga  sf  eonssnt  far  girls;  sad  allowing

Interesting     ts   note 
of  Use  Federal   Par* 


liament  passed  the  following  resolution 
in  reference  to  the  working  out  of  the 
women's  franchise  and  Its  effect  on 
legislation. 

"1.  That  this  House  testlnes  to  the 
facts  that  after  sixteen  years'  experi- 
ence of  woman's  suffrage  in  various 
parts  of  Australasia,  and  nlns  years* 
experience  In  the  Commonwealth,  the 
reform  has  Justified  the  hopes  Of  its 
supporters  and  falsified  all  the  fears 
and  prophecies  of  dlsaater  voiced  by  Its 
opponent. 

"3.  That  as  foreseen  by  Its  advocates, 
its  effects  havs  been  (a)  to  gradually 
educate  women  to  a  sense  of  their  re- 
sponsibility in  public  affairs;  (b)  to 
give  more  prominence  to  social  and  do- 
mestic  legislation. 

"8.  That  Australian  experience  con- 
vinces this  Houss  that  to  adopt  wo- 
man suffrage  is  simply  to  apply  to  the 
political  sphere  that  principle  of  gov- 
ernment that  secures  the  best  results 
In  the  domestic  sphsre — the  mutual  co- 
operation of  men  and  womsn  for  the 
Individual  and  general  welfare 

"From  close  obssrvatlon  particularly 
In  Australia  lt  may  perhaps  be  Inferred 
that  the  labor  vote  ha*  proportionate- 
ly gained  more  by  the  women's  fran- 
chise than  has  that  of  any  other  party. 
This  Is  because  the  wives  and  daughters 
of  working  men.  speaking  In  a  general 
way.  are  less  deterred  from  going  to 
the  polls,  either  by  weather  conditions, 
or  by  the  dreed  of  a  crowd,  however, 
th*  disinclination  of  ths  middle  sad  up- 
per classes  to  exercise  their  franchise 
Is  gradually  and  steadily  being  swept 
sway.  If  one  Judges  solely  from  re- 
sults there  Is  no  doubt  In  my  mind 
that  the  women  exercise  their  vote 
with  s  soundness  of  Judgment  st  less* 
sqosl  to  thst  shown  by  th*  men.  House- 
holds sppear  to  ms  to  vote  together 
In  most  cases.  The  wives  go  with  their 
hubends  and  the  girls  with  their 
father*.  This  fact,  however,  doss  not 
necessarily  Imply  aay  lack  of  Independ- 
ence of  Judgment.  It  ts  simply  a  nataral 
sequence  that  the  members  of  the  sasss 
family  as  a  rule  think  alike. 

"It  la  Interesting  to  note  thst  there 
are  slgna  of  an  Inclination  on  the  part 
of  women  voters  to  leave  deliberative 
political  funetione.  for  what  thsy  saw 
worth,  to  the  men.  end  this  sttltode  Of 
the  women  of  the  Antipodes  has  la  my 
opinion  moon  sound  eessmnn  sense  be- 
hind  it. 

"In  conclusion.  I  wish  to  any  that 
from  my  ksowledgs  of  ths  women  of 
British  Columbia.  I  have  not  ths 
slightest  fear  that  la  the  nssgln  sf 
the  franchise  the  major  portion  sf  ths 
semes  rotor*  can  ha  treated  ts 
equal  good  *eas*  with  their 
Ansa  rails  ana  New  las  land  r 
At  the  oowelsaeoa  of  ass  ssldra**  the 
applauded  sees*  heartily,

J.  D.  Reid,  Minister  of 
Customs,  Meets  With  Dele- 
gations'—Tariff Issues  Are 
Discussed.

Before  a  large  and  Influential  gather- 
ing of  Victoria  cltUens.  representatives 
of  ths  Board  of  Trade  and  the  commer- 
cial interests  of  the  city  generally,  Hon. 
J>r.  J.  D.  Bold.  Federal  Mutator  of 
Customs,  yesterday  definitely  promised 
to  bring  before  members  of  the  Do- 
minion Cabinet  at  his  flrst  opportunity 
the  claims  Of  Canada's  Pacific  porta  for 
the  appointment  of  a  Canadian  customs 
officer  at  Mow  York. 

Or.  Bold  aald  he  was  not  personally 
fa  sympathy  with  the  agitation  for  cer- 
tain reasons  which  he  ouUined,  bat  in 
response  to  the  request  for  immediate 
relief  from  the  handicap  which  Western 
cities  were  now  under,  ho  stated  that 
no  would  lay  matters  before  his  col- 
leagues at  Ottawa  and  thus  obtain  too 
opinion  Of  the  whole  Government  OB 
the  question.  In  the  past,  the  repre- 
sentations have  boon  made  to  Individual 
ministers,  no  that  the  decision  an- 
nounced by  Dr.  Bold  yesterday  la  con- 
sidered ••  marking  an  Important  ad- 
vance la  the  movement. 

Besides  tbo  customs  officer  question, 
which  was  fully  discussed.  Government 
aid  to  shipbuilding  and  .  export  trade 
were  considered  In  a  brief  manner,  a 
plaa  being  made  for  tbo  appointment 
by  tbo  Dominion  Government  of  a  com- 
mission to  examine  thoroughly  Into  the 
various  difficulties  now  confronting  the 
ablpplng  Industry  In  British  Columbia. 
Tbo  moating  lasted  two  hours  and  a 
half  and  while  ths  arguments  wars  put 
forward  In  a  forceful  and  spirited  way, 
tbo  discussion  was 'at  all  times  amic- 
able. 

Hon.  Martin  Burrell,  Minister  of  Ag- 
riculture, was  with  Dr.  Reld^a*  well 
as  Messrs.  R.  F.  Graen  and  G.  H.  Bar- 
nard, m.p.'s.  » 

Mr.  C.  H.  Lugrln,  president  of  I  tbo 
Board  of  Trade,  who  was  In  tha  chair, 
mentioned  how  much  tha  board  appre- 
ciated tha  Minister's  acceptance  to 
meet  with  a  delegation  while  in  Vic- 
toria and 'draw  attantion  to  tha  im- 
portance of  froquant  visits  to  this 
Coast  of  ministers  of  tha  Crown.  While 
tho  Cabinet,  no  doubt,  did  all  it  could 
to  promote  tho  bast  interests  of  tha 
West  at  all  tlmas,  there  ware  matters 
of  the  most  vital  importance  bora  which 
could  only  be '  properly  appreciated  by 
study  of  tbam  on  tha  ground. 
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After  alluding  to  the  proposed  cus- 
toms officer  appointment,  Mr.  Lugrin 
said ,  ba  fully  appreciated  Dr.  Bald's 
plan  to  solve  difficulties  by  tha  Inau- 
guration of  Mapla  Leaf  Lino  service  to 
this  Coast,  but  bo  realised  there  might 
bo  serious  delays  in  getting  this  under 
way.  Ha,  therefore,  believed  that  tha 
original  case  should  be  pressed,  and 
called  upon  Mr.  Conrad  Schwengera  to 
read  a  comprehensive  statement  on  the 
question,  in  which  ho  pointed  out  tha 
disadvantages  that  now  confronted  tha 
Western  importers  and  consumers  and 
tho  noad  for  a  Canadian  customs  office 
at  New  York  In  order  that  goods  might 
bo  brought  from  Eastern  Canada  In 
bond  through  that  port  and  to  British 
Columbia  by  tha  Panama  Canal  route 
at  cheaper  rates  than  might  now  ba  ob- 
tained on  railroads,  which  ware  now 
tbo  dnly  means  of  transportation. 

"It  has  become  an  established  fact," 
aald  Mr.  Schwengers,  "that  where  a 
new  water  route  enters  into  competition 
With  *  rail  haulage  between  two  given 
points  or  two  separate  communitiea, 
that  so  far  from  this  water  competition 
decreasing  tho  railway  traffic  it  actu- 
ally develops  It  by  building  up  a  great- 
er commercial  community  in  each  case, 
and  thereby  vastly  Inoraasas  local 
freight  and  passenger  traffic  on  the 
railways  serving  these  points.  In  con- 
sidering our  raqueat  we  would  like  you 
to  boar  particularly  in  mind,  that  If 
this  concession  asked  for  will  ba  of  any 
.  benefit  to  this  part  of  tha  Dominion. 
It  should  prove  so  to  an  avan  greater 
extent  to  our  manufacturers  of  tho 
Bast  and  tho  railways." 

Mr.  Schwengers  stated  that  up  to  the 
present  tha  Government  had  given  no 
decided  answer,  but  had  atated  two 
reasons  for  not  having  acquiesced,  the 
first  being  that  tha  railways  had  given 
a  measure  of  relief  and  the  second,  that 
auch  action  as  was  advocated  might  ad- 
versely affect  tbo  railways.  To  sbow 
that  tha  railways  had  failed  to  meet 
the  situation,  he  pointed  out  that  they 
had  Increased  their  rates.  It  would  be 
possible  to  bring  freight  from  New 
York  hero  at  10  cents  par  100  pounds 
as  against  an  all-rail  average  of  $1.91. 
As  against  the  second  contention,  .he 
maintained  that  the  proposal  would  In- 
crease the  amount  of  raw  materials 
shipped  by  thorn  Bast  for  transhipment 
via  Now  York,  whereas  they  were  now 
going  to  port  from  tho  United  Btates. 
He  explained  that  Eastern  Canada  was 
losing  trade  with  tha  Wast  and  that 
after  tha  war  tha  competition  of  Euro- 
pean countries  would  hake  difficulties 
worse.  British  Columbia  waa  entitled 
to  tha  advantage  of  bar  natural  posi- 
tion. Ha  bad  been  promised  that  If 
the  suggested  action  waa  taken  a  Can- 
adian liner  wouldd  leave  New  Tork  for 
this  Coast  ia  three  weeks. 

Mr.  Jamas  Forman,  vlce-prealdent  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  impressed  upon  the 
Minister  that  tha  people  of  British  Col- 
umbia wars  earnest  In  thalr  recommen- 
dations. Tbo  C.P.B.  waa  not  likely  to 
suffer  from  ths  appointment  as  It  was  a 
fact  that  tha  company's  Income  at  Win- 
nipeg alone,  exceeded  tha  business  It  got 
la  British  Columbia.  Tbo  Imperial 
Government,  at  tha  request  of  tha  Do- 


minion authorities,  bad  brought  auch 
pressure  to  boar  upon  the  United  Btates 
that  Canada  bad  the  same  privileges  in 
shipping  by  wsy  of  the  Panama  Canal  aa 
the  Americans.  After  Insisting  upon 
this  demand,  its  beneficial  result  was 
being  denied. 

Mr.  A  E.  McLean  said  that  tha 
wholesale  growera,  of  whom  bo  waa  a 
representative,  all  fait  that  they  shouli 
have  tho  right  to  secure  ©ommodittes  at 
tbo  ch/apest  rate  possible. 

]lr.  J.  O.  Cameron  said  the  proposed 
action  would,  in  normal  tlmas.  bo  of 
great  benefit  to  the  lumber  Industry  of 
B.  C.  by  providing  bottoms  to  carry  re- 
turn cargoes  of  timber. 

Bsneflt  of  Water  Bouts 
Col.  E.  G.  Prior  said  that  there  was  a 
strong  feeling  existing  that  British  Col- 
umbla  interests  should  bavo  the  benent 
of  tho  water  route.  Dr.  Held  nad  said 
that  they  would  have  tho- benefit  of  tha 
Maple  Leaf  Line,  but  no  one  knew  how 
long  It  might  take  to  Inaugurate  tha 
service.  He  did  not  think  it  right  to 
allow  any  delay  In  the  matter  when  that 
one  thing,  the  appointment  of  a  Cana- 
dian customs  office  at  New  York,  would 
provide  relief.  It  would  injure  no  one, 
but  would  benefit  everyone. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Barnard,  M.P.,  admitted 
that  he  had  not  seen  eye  to  eye  with 
the  minister  oh  the  question,  although 
he  was  Inclined  to  think  Dr  Reld's  otj- 
posal  regarding  the  new  line  of  steamers 
a  good  one. 

Mr.  J.  3.  Bhallcrose  said  the  West 
should  have  the  chance  of  basing  It* 
prosperity  on  the  Pacific  as  the  Bast  bad 
dons  on  the  Atlantic.  It  was  eoncelr- 
able  that  perhapa  Easterners  did  not 
want  the  competition  of  B.C.  lumber, 
but  this  Province  was  entitled  to  place 
Its  produce  on  the  market.  The  country 
had  placed  great  hopes  on  the  Panama 
Canal,  and  full  advantage  should  ba 
taken  of  the*  situation.  If  that  was 
done  the  ports  of  B.C.  might  expect  to 
become  the  distributing  bases  for  the 
produce  of  the  Western  prairies. 

Hon.  Dr.  Bold  said  he  appreciated  tho 
fact  that  It  was  difficult  to  keep  well 
posted  by  long-range  correspondence  aa 
tba  only  means  of  accomplishing  that 
end.  First  of  all,  .he  wished  to  state 
that  he  was  In  no  way  antagonistic:  to 
B.C.  He  assured  them  that  he  had  the 
bast  Interests  of  the  country  at  heart, 
and  that  In  his  attitude  he  did  not'mean 
to  defend  any  railway  Interests.  He 
said  that  he  fully  appreciated  the  Im- 
portance of  ttie  Panama  Caial  and  the 
desirability  of  developing  trade  through 
It  between  Eastern  and  Western  Can- 
ada. The  East  was  just  as  anxious  a< 
tho  West  to  carry  that  out. 

Dr.  Held  referred  to  the  fact  that  the 
memorandum  laid  before    him     by     Mr. 
Schwengers  was  baaed  on  pre-war  con- 
ditions.    It  was  now  a    most     difficult 
matter   to  secure  tonnage  of    any     de- 
scription.   The  statement  had  been  made 
that  within   three   weeka  after  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  customs  officer  ^t  New 
York  a  steamer   would   leave    for     the 
West.     While  he  did  not   wish   to  dis- 
agree, he  knew  that  freight  rates  were 
abnormally   high  and    would     probably 
continue  so  as  long  as  the  war  lasted 
In    view   of    those   conditions,    it     was 
doubtful  if  any  line  would  really  carry 
out  that  proposal  with  satisfaction. 
Ti*  Canadian  Port 
Ha  went  Into  at  some  length  the  ne- 
gotiations  which    he  had    entered    Into 
with  the  Maple  Leaf  Line.    Ha  had  sug- 
gested to  the  company  to  Include  Hall- 
fax,  Montreal  and  St.  John,  aa  well  as 
New  York,  on  the  schedule,  the  rates  on 
freight  shipped  West   being    fixed     the 
same  from  any   port.     If   the  steamers 
touched   at   Halifax   or   other    Canadian 
points,  in  addition  •  to  the  lower  Cana- 
dian  Provinces   benefiting  through     the 
Impetus  which  would     be    given     their 
manufacturing,   many   dollars   would  be 
kept  In  Canada  on  account  of  the  elim- 
ination of  the  rail  charges  from  Canada 
to   New  York.      The    Maple    Leaf     Line 
was    now  beginning  to  see  the  advisa- 
bility of  the  plan. 

Dr.  Raid  pointed  out  that  If  a  customs 
office  was  established  in  New  York  any 
steamship  line  would  get  the  trade  from 
there  to  thla  Coast.  If  connections 
were  once  made  through  New  York  It 
would  be  difficult  to  withdraw  them 
again. 

In  answer  to  the  minister's  attitude, 
Mr.  Schwengers  said  that  Dr.  Raid 
apparently  held  out  no  promise  as  to 
when  relief  might  be  afforded  to  present 
conditions.  It  might  take  ss  long  aa 
two  years  to  get  the  Maple  Leaf  Line 
to  adopt  the  schedule  urged  by  the 
minister.  Mr.  Schwengers  stated  that 
the  appointment  at  New  York  waa  not 
being  advocated  aa  a  permanent  ar- 
rangement, but  aa  a  necei"  «ary  means  of 
tiding  the  West  over  till  normal  condi- 
tions. He  asked  the  minister  if  he  could 
give  any  tangible  assurance  that  the 
official  would  be  appointed  If  tha  ahlpe 
could  be  secured  to  enter  the  trade. 
Thla  Information  would  be  necessary  in 
making  final  arrangements  with  the 
steamship  company. 

In  response.  Dr.  Reld  explained  that 
he  waa  only  acting  aa  a  member  of  the 
Government,  and  would  have  to  bring 
tha  matter  before  the  Cabinet.  He  him- 
self could  promise  nothing,  but  he 
would  promise  that  the  Cabinet  aa  a 
Wegple,  would  give  the  question  Its  best 
consideration. 


Tha  discussion  on  that  subject  hav- 
ing been  terminated,  Mr.  H.  B.  Thom- 
son, superintendent  of  tbo  Shipping 
Credit  Commission,  read  tho  following 
statement  regarding  tha  duties  on  ma- 
terials, machinery,  etc.,  that  enter  Into 
tbo  construction  of  Canadian  ships: 

"The  Importance  of  Increasing  British 
tonnage  of  shipping  everyone  admits  at 
the  present  time;  It  is  not  only  a  vital 
ons  to  the  Empire,  but  also  to  Canada, 
and  mora  particularly  to  British  Colum- 
bia, so  much  so  that  tho  Province  of 
B.C.  at  tbo  last  session  of  Parliament, 
passed  an  act  In  order  to  aid  and  en- 
courage the  building  of  ships  and  ths 
operating  of  them  In  carrying  the  pro- 
ducts of  B.C.  to  tha  markets  of  tha 
world. 

"This  Provincial  moasure  which  pro- 
vided for  the  assistance  to  SS  ships  has 
so  far  met  with  success,  aa  there  are 
seven  ships  now  under  construction 
and  ten  ahlps  In  all  constructed  for. 
The  people  of  thla  Coaat  for  some  time 
have  been  looking  towards  the  Domin- 
ion Government  for  assistance  In  en- 
couraging the  great  lnduatry  of  ahlp- 
bulldlng  and  a  memorial  waa  presented 
to  the  Dominion  Government  by  the 
shipbuilders  of  Canada  in  April,  1911. 
setting  forth  many  phases  of  the  case. 
Sir  George  Foster  in  the  last  session 
of  Parliament  Indicated  that  the  matter 
of  aid  to  shipbuilding  was  having  the 
very  serious  consideration  of  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

"At  the  present  time  tha  situation 
seems  to  call  for  immediate  attention. 
A*  for  instance,  a  ship  built  in  the 
United  Kingdom  or  elsewhere  can  be 
entered  in  our  porta  free  of  duly  and 
enter  into  our  coaatwlse  and  overseas 
trade.  The  remission  of  duty  not  only 
covers  a  ship,  machinery  equipment, 
but  all  such  Items  as  table  cut- 
lery, blankets,  sheets,  bedding  and  extra 
supplies  of  same.  On  the  other  hand, 
should  a  ship  be  built  here,  all  articles 
Imported  here,  such  as  machinery,  cord- 
age, cutlery,  hardware,  etc.,  have  to  pay 

duty. 

"According  to  order-in-councll  of  No- 
vember 7.  191*.  there  is  a  drawback  at 
the  rate  of  ••%  per  registered  gross 
ton  which  would  cover  our  ships  under 
construction,  but  this  is  such  a  mere 
bagatelle  that  it  la  not  worth  while  dis- 
cussing It.  According  to  tho  custom 
house  general  drawback  regulations 
which  I  am  givsn  to  understand  would 
cover  shipping,  a  builder  of  a  ship  in 
British  Columbia  selling  It  to  go  under 
the  Japanese  or  any  other  foreign  flag 
could  claim  a  rebate  within  three  years 
of  99  per  cent  of  the  duty  paid  on  the 
machinery  and  materials  which  went 
into  this  ship.  It  is  unnecessary  to 
point  out  how  this  militates  against  a 
man  who  in  a  bona  fide  way  builds  a 
•hip  on  the  Pacific  Coast  to  operate  and 
carry  B.  C.  products,  aa  against  a  ship 
which  could  operate  here  under  a  for- 
eign flag  and  a  remission  of  99  per  cent 
of  the  duty  on  the  materials  used  in 
the  building  of  that  ship." 


England.  Mr.  Parker,  tha 
tary  of  the  central  committee,  writing 
to  tba  local  committee  from  Toronto. 
•ays:  "1  am  In  receipt  of  a  latter  from 
the  Rev.  W.  Nesbitt  Chambers,  who  has 
bean  for  the  past  thirty-seven  y 
missionary  in  Armenia  at 
Turkey,  in  which  be  states:  *ln  tha 
Aleppo  region  need  la  Increasing  with 
great  rapidity,  aad  in  all  aectiona 
people  are  dying  of  hunger.  Tbo  local 
committee  requests  the  sending  Imme- 
diately of  1.500  pounds  (Turkish)  and 
tha  remittance  of  a  like  amount  week- 
ly. The  one  single  chance  of  saving  tha 
Uvea  of  these  people  seems  to  come 
through  our  efforts."  To  quota  again: 
"We  are  not  trying  to  sand  supplies 
into  tbo  country,  but  the  relief  Is  being 
handled  by  the  American  and  other 
missionaries,  who  are  remaining  in  tbo 
country,  and  the  supplies,  both  medical 
and  food  and  clothing,  are  acquired  in 
tba  country  by  means  of  tbo  money 
which  la  sent  from  this  side.  This  ro- 
utes to  tha  Armenian  Medical  Relief 
Association   work   In   Turkey   proper." 

The  Lord  Mayor's  Fund  operates  In 
the  Caucasian  districts  of  Russia, 
where  the  Armenians  have  fled  from 
tbo  Turkish  provinces  and  these  people 
are  absolutely  destitute  of  all  tbe  neces- 
sities to  maintain  Ufa  * 

Tha  Rockefeller  Foundation  Fund  Is 
so  convinced  of  tho  efficiency  of  the

A  bonus  should  be  given  to 
shipbuilders  or  else  tha  tariff  should  ba 
cut  down. 

This  contention  wss  emphaaised  by 
Mr.  N.  A.  Yarrow,  who  stated  that  ex- 
isting conditions  gave  little  encouybge- 
ment  to  local  shipbuilders  to  tender  on 
foreign  repair   work. 

Mr.  n.  F.  Bullen  said  the  question 
was  bristling  with  difficulties  and  It 
needed  a  commission  of  practical,  ex- 
perienced  men  to  finally  settle  it. 

Dr.  Reld  thought  the  plan  of  appoint- 
ing a  commission  an  excellent  one,  but 
that  would  come  under  the  Department 
of  Trade  and  Commerce  rather  than  his 
own.  The  placing  of  duty  on  materials 
wss,  of  course,  only  to  foster  manufac- 
turing In  Canada,  and  ha  would  bring 
the  matter  before  the  Mlnlater  of 
Finance. 

Mr.  Burrell  apoke  briefly  on  condi- 
tions in  the  West  generally  with  regard 
to  tariff  and  trade  questions.

Sir, — Some  time  ago  an  appeal  was 
made  through  the  columns  of  your 
paper  on  behalf  of  the  starving  ana  suf- 
fering Armenians.  The  responae  to 
that  appeal  haa  been  moat  disappoint- 
ing to  tho  committee  In  charge  of  the 
relief  fund  In  Victoria.  Tha  people  In 
thla  country  are  giving  we  know  moat 
freely  of  their  substance,  but  wa  do  not 
think  that  the  numbers  are  vary  large 
who  have  given  to  auch  an  extent  that 
they  have  to  stint  themselvee  for  any- 
thing  that   they   really   require.

Claim  of  Creditors  of  Arnold 
Estate  to  Life  Insurance 
Money  Appears  irv  Court- 
Judgment  Reserved. 


VANCOUVER,  Hept.  21  —  The  MM.tH 
of  Insurance  money  which  the  liquid- 
ator of  tb«  Dominion  Tract  collected 
In  hi*  capacity  aa  executor  of  the  es- 
ute  of  the  lute  W.  R.  Arnold,  and  which 
he  proposed  to  appropriate  to  tha  Do- 
minion  Trust  Company  undar  his  riant 
of  retainer  as  a  creditor  of  tha  estate, 
v.  as  threatened  by  proceeding*  In  the 
Supreme  Court  this  morning  by  tha 
creditors  of  the  Arnold  estate.  It  la 
claimed  by  tha  latter  that  tha  liquid- 
ator ha*  forfeited  hla  right  of  retainer 
by  declaring  the  Arnold  estate  Insol- 
vent. The  point  waa  admitted  by  Mr. 
Justice  Murphy  to  be  a  serious  one.  If 
It  be  uphold,  then  tha  Dominion  Trust 
liquidation.  Instead  of  taking  all  of  tha 
$4M,000  left  by  the  late  w.  R.  Arnold, 
will  have  to  come  In  along  with  tha 
general  creditors  of  Arnold  and  bacon- 
tent  with  merely  an  equal  ahare  of  the 
eatate. 

Xof  Creditors 
waa  outlined  by  W.  E. 
.burns,  who  together  with  C.  8.  Arnold 
appaarded  for  the  credltora  of  the  Ar- 
nold estate.  Mr.  Burns  said  that  the 
liquidator  of  the  Dominion  Trust 
Company  in  his  capacity  aa  executor  of 
the  Arnold  estate  originally  bad  an  un- 
doubted right  to  retain  aa  a  first  charge 
on  the  estate  whatever  sums  he  could 
lay.  claim  to  as  a  creditor.  As  the  total 
assets  of  the  Arnold  estate  are  $42«,0«e. 
and  the  claim  of  the  Dominion  Trust, 
apart  from  the  mlsfeaoance  charges 
amount  to  |751,00e,  it  meant  that  there 
waa  not    a  ©eat — left — for-  distribution 


among  the  general  creditors  of  the  lata 
Mr.  Arnold,  Including  the  claims  of  the 
widow  and  children  under  the  will. 

"In  October,  Ills,"  said  Mr.  Burns, 
"tha  liquidator,  in  his  capacity  aa 
executor,  made  a  declaration  of  In- 
aolvoncy.  This  brought  the  estate  under 
tha  operation  of  the  Creditors  Trust 
Deeds  Act,  which  provides  that  the  net 
eatate  after  the  payment  of  costs  should 
be  held  by  the  administrator  aa  a  trus- 
tee to  be  distributed  among  the  credit- 
ors according  to  their  priority.  The  re- 
sult Is  that  the  liquidator  has  lost  his 
right  to  hold  the  Arnold  insurance 
moneys  In  payment  of  the  clalma  of  tha 
Dominion  Trust,  and  must  now  rank  aa 
an  ordinary  creditor  for  a  pro-rata 
■hare." 

Absolute  assignment 

Mr.  Burns  quoted  a  large  number  of 
cases  to  support  hla  argument  that  the 
executor  had  made  an  absolute  assign- 
ment of  the  estate  and  is  precluded 
now  from  setting  up  the  right  of  re- 
tainer. 

Mr.  Justice  Murphy — He  haa  put  him- 
self In  the  position  of  a  trustee  and 
now  wants  to  turn  round  and  say  he 
will  not  carry  out  that  trust.  That  is 
your  point? 

Mr.  Burns— Yes,  that  Is  what  we 
claim. 

Joseph  Martin,  K.C.,  for  ths  liquida- 
tor, claimed  that  the  declaration  of  In- 
solvency referred  only  to  the  aurplua 
after  the  executor  had  retained  what 
was  due  to  him  as  liquidator  of  ths  Do- 
minion Trust. 

Mr.  Justice  Murphy— But  this  declara- 
tion   purports    to   deal    with    the   whole 
estate  of  William  R.  Arnold? 
To  nave  Bxpanee 

Mr.  Martin — He  had  either  to  set  up 
the  right  of  retainer  to  every  claim 
and  suit  or  take  out  an  administration 
order.  It  was  Intended  to  save  ths  ex- 
penses of  an  administration  suit.  It 
was  never  Intended  that  the  executor 
wes  t<»  wave  his  right  of  retainer. 

Mr.  Justice  Murphy — It  raises  *-  ques- 
tion in  my  mind  whether  a  man  can 
waive  hla  right  without  knowing  that 
he  la  doing  so. 

Mr.  Martin — Exactly.  A  waiver  must 
be  Intentional.  Surely  the  law  will  not 
let  a  man  waive  away  hla  rights  by 
accident.  We  did  the  reasonable  thing. 
We  took  a  cheap  way  of  preventing  one 
creditor  getting  ahead  of  another.  Tha 
law  of  waiver  la  very  clear  that  waiver 
muat  be  by  >  some  definite  act. 

Mr.  Burna  argahd  that  aa  the  liquida- 
tor had  not  been  under  any  obligation 
to  make  the  declaration  of  Insolvency, 
his  act  in  doing  no  muat  be  construed 
aa  a  voluntary  one.  from  the  conae- 
quencea  of  which  he  could  not  now  es- 
cape.        -  I t i i 

Mr.    Justice    Murphy    reserved   hla   de- 
cision la  order  to  look  carefully  into  tha 
caaea  cited  by  counsel.

FEARING  DEFEAT 


LONDON.  Sept.  I*.— The  evening 
newspapers  publish  lengthy  reports  m 
tha  Chancellor's  sassob  la  tha  Osrman 
Reichstag,  contrasting  it  with  bis  earlier 
utterances  and  drawing  the  conclusion 
that  Germany  fears  defeat  and  at 
anxious  for  peace.  The  Standard  says: 
The  Chancellor  makes  it  clear  that 
peace  moat  ha  an  tha  whole  a  German 
peace,  bat  there  to  bow  no  talk  of  vast 
Indemnities,  great  territorial  acquisi- 
tions and  eo- forth. 

"The  Chancellor  labors  to  make  tha 
world  believe  the  cennict  waa  forced  an 
hla  country  by  £ngland.  Mow  came  It 
than  that  England.  France  and  Russia 
were  indifferently  prepared  for  war  two 
years  ago,  while  Germany  waa  ready  to 
tha  last  button? 

"If  thin  slaughter  of  tha  youth  of 
Prance  and  Russia  really  affects  Ger- 
many to  tears,  It  Is  curious  that  Ger- 
many never  thought  of  ending  the  carn- 
age whan  it  waa  la  a  position  of  un- 
doubted advantage.** 

The  paper  concludes  with  the  remark 
that  the  neutrals  must  now  ba  told  with 
the  utmost  politeness  that  terms  of 
peace  are  no  concern  of  theirs. 

The  Westminster  Oasatte  says: 
"There  Is  nothing  for  It  but  continuance 
of  tha  war  until  Germany  to  definitely 
and  decisively  defeated.'* 

PRISONERS'  EFFORT 


GOLDEN.  Sept.  It. — A  timely  discovery 
made  by  the  guarda  at  the  internment 
camp  between  Golden  and  Field  yester- 
day frustrated  a  desperate  attempt  of 
fifty  odd  prisoners  to  eseepe.  The  prison- 
ers occupy  a  tent  twsjve  feet  (rem  the 
stoetcade.  With  tools  fashioned  from 
knlvss  and  ether  metals,  they  tunneled  be- 
yond the  stockade,  atewiag  the  earth  re- 
moved beneath  their  busks  on  the  floor  and 
trampling   It    smooth.      A    candle   box   cov- 


ered with  blanket  served  aa  a  tram  car 
to  haul  the  earth  from  the  tunnel.  It 
was  necessary  to  tunnel  twelve  feet  from 
the  etocksde  to  get  beyond  the  radius  of 
the  lights  on  the  sentry  walk,  and  the 
prisoners  had  msde  a  total  of  fourteen 
feet  of  the  twenty-four  when  the  plot  was 
discovered. 

The  prisoner!  were  lined  up  and 
searched,  and  each  wae  found  be  have 
fashioned  a  dirk  from  table  knives  reeiy 
to  give  battle  to  the  guard*  when  the 
break    was   msde. 

For  some  time  the  prisoners  had  been 
surly,  and  It  was  necessary  to  place  some 
on  short  rstlens  and  inflict  puslshment. 
Three  weeks  age  one  Austrian  escape*] 
from  camp  and  has  net  been  recaptured.

A  correspondent  of  The  London 
Times  at  Copatanxa  on  the  Roumanian 
coast  previous  to  the  time  of  that 
country's  final  decision  to  Join  the  Al- 
lies, was  able  to  get  very  accurate  In- 
formation regarding  the  conditions  In 
tho  Turkish  capital  on  account  Of  tha 
Intimate  aaa  trade  which  was  being 
carried  on  between  it  and  the  Rouman- 
ian port.  At  that  time  Constanza  waa 
the  nearest  point  of  observation  for 
Constantinople  on  neutral  European 
ground.  Tho  Turkish  capital,  almost  a 
beleaeTUrad  city  and  mainly  dependent 
on  Its  seaborne  supplies,  had  hitherto 
drawn  a  large  proportion  of  Its  pro- 
visions from  the  Roumanian  port,  nnd 
Constsnxa  obtained  In  return  not  only 
money,  but  first-hand,  unconaored  in- 
formation. He  recounts  his  Information 
as  follows; 

Today  Constantinople  presents  the  as- 
pect of  a  city  in  foreign  occupation. 
Austrian  soldiers  are  visible  every- 
where, the  Germans  are  less  numerous, 
while  the  Turkish  troops  have  almost 
disappeared.  Ths  latter,  Including  two 
battalions  of  marine  infantry,  have  been 
sent  to  Asia,  slther  to  fight  the  Rus- 
sians or  to  quell  the  Arab  revolt,  and 
twelve  battalions  of  the  newly-formed 
Turkish  gendarmerie  have  also  gone 
eastward.  The  120,000  men  which  Ger- 
many promised  to  send  in  ordsr  to  rein- 
force the  troops  opposed  to  tha  Rus- 
sians have  not  arrived,  but  a  consider- 
able portion  of  the  German  troops 
hitherto  in  the  neighborhood  or  tha  city 
have  gone  to  Asia  Minor,  while  sup- 
plies of  munitions  fronr  Germany  have 
been  continuously  forwarded  in  the 
»ame  direction  since  last  April.  The 
fortifications  of  the  European  side  of 
the  Boaphorus  are  being  strengthened, 
the  Christian  troops,  whom  the  Govern- 
ment mistrusts,  being  kept  busy  with 
the  spade  and  shovel;  at  Angora  21,000 
men  are  similarly  employed  In  con- 
structing defences,  and  fortifications 
ars  also  being  raised  at  Eskl-8hehlr 
and  Xonlah.  Sixty  armored  motor  cars 
from  Germany  have  been  sent  over  to 
Haidar  Pasha.v j

The  continued  arrival  of  refugees 
from  the  districts  occupied  by  the  Rus- 
sians depresaea  the  public  mind.  The 
exhilaration  cauaed  by  the  newa  of 
Kut-el-Amara  waa  short-lived;  the  most 
noteworthy  journalistic  utterance  In 
regard  to  It  waa  that  of  an  Anatolian 
newepaper.  which,  quoting  tha  dictum 
of  Napoleon  I. — that  the  Italians  were 
born  ta  be  beaten  by  the  Auatrlana— 
declared  that  tha  Britlah  were  born  to 
be  beaten  by  the  Turks.  Even  exag- 
gerated accounte  of  the  German  "vic- 
tory" In  tha  North  Sea  Walled  to  pro- 
voke enthusiasm,  although  the  city  waa 
Illuminated  by  order  and  The  Tanln  an- 
nounced "the  complete  deatructlon  of 
the  Britlah  Navy  by  our  brothers,  the 
Germane,"  observing  that  "tho  French 
and  Italian  fleets  will  likewise  soon  bs 
dsstroyed,  and  then  we  shall  sse  the 
victorious  navy  of  our  allies  sailing  up 
to  Constantinople." 

The  refugees,  some  26,000  In  number, 
are  congregated  at  Skutarl,  Haidar 
Paaha  and  other  places  on  the  Asiatlo 
side-  of  the  straits,  and  -great  precau- 
tions are  taken  to  prevent  them  from 
coming  into  contact  with  the  city  popu- 
lation. The  passage  to  and  fro  la  for- 
bidden except  in  the  caae  of  residents 
on  that  slds,  who  must  be  provided 
with  special  permits  for  the  journey. 

All  the  male  population  from  17  to 
•0  yeara  of  age  haa  been  taken  for  the 
army,  and  boya  of  II  a-e  called  up  for 
training.  Tho  diatreaa  among  the 
families  of  ths  reservists  Is  great;  in 
Asia  Minor  demonstrations  have  been 
made  by  Turkish  women,  who  com. 
plained  that  the  allowances  made  to 
soldiers'  families  were  etopped  when 
the  men  were  killed;  the  crowds  were 
dispersed  by  rifle  fire.  Large  numbers 
of  Greek  and  Armenian  women  have 
been  token  to  work  in  factories  of 
munitions  and  other  military  material; 
their  dally  pay  is  a  small  piece  of 
bread  and  two  piastres  (about  '%d). 
Manufactured  goods  of  all  kinds  have 
been  requisitioned  from  the  Greek  and 
Armenian  merchants,  who  are  practic- 
ally ruined,  and  business  is  passing 
into  the  hands  of  Germans  and  crypto- 
Jews  from  Salonlce, 

For  some  time  past  the  Government 
hss  endeavored  to  transfer  all  business 
from  Christian  tnto  Moalsm  hands,  but 
the  Indolent  and  lethargic  Turka  hava 
not  proved  equal  to  the  situation,  and 
the  Germans  and  Jews  hava  taken  the 
cake.  A  Turkish  merchant,  who  pos- 
sesses soms  little  capital,  has  latterly 
migrated  to  Constanta.  Ha  declares 
that  he  and  the  majority  of  hla  coun- 
trymen want  la  peace.  He  doea  not 
care  whether  Turkey  wlna  or  loans  In 
the  war;  tha  state  of  thlnga  to  Intol- 
erable, but  he  does  not  anticipate  re- 
volution, as  the  Toung  Turka  are  abao- 
lute  masters  of  the  situation.

The  only  favorable  symptom — from 
tha  Turkish  point  of  view — in  the  pres- 
ent conjuncture  to  the  distinct  allevia- 
tion In  tha  state  of  famine  which  haa 
existed  throughout  the  Winter  and  the 
Spring.  Thie  la  due  In  large  measure 
to  tha  considerable  supplies  of  cereals 
and  flour  which,  owing  to  German  exer- 
tions, have  been  received  from  Rou- 
manian either  directly  from  Constansa 
and  Baltchik-or  Indirectly  through  Bul- 
garia. The  new  harvest,  moreover,  has 
begun  to  arrive  from  Sanaum  and 
other  Anatolian  ports  on  tha  Black  Sea, 
tho  Russian  flaet  being  apparently  oc- 
cupied In  other  directions;  tha  bulk  of 
tho  refugees  haa  also  come  by  this 
sputa.  Vegetablaa  and  fruit  are  now 
abundant,  and  transport  for  alt  kinds 
of  foodstuffs  Is  easier  In  the  Summer 
months.  Pish  ta  likewise  plentiful,  not- 
withstanding tho  action  ef  the  Govern. 
it  in  forbidding  all  Christians  ta 
last  they  should  furnish  secret  aid 
te  British   sobeaartnea.

articles  of  first  necessity  are  neverthe- 
less inconveniently  dear  or  even  un- 
procurable. Sugar,  for  instance,  haa 
completely  disappeared  from  the  market, 
and  can  only  be  obtained  In  email  Quan- 
tities for  invalids  by  asocial  order.  The 
lack  of  coal  causes  great  Inconvenience 
and  threatens  to  euapend  or  curtail  cer- 
tain steamboat  services  on  tho  Bos- 
phorus  and  even  the  working  of  aome 
Government  factories. 

Tha  political  actuation  remains  the 
same,  the  unpopularity  of  the  Govern- 
ment being  increased  by  tha  newa  of 
tho  Arab  revolt-  Espionage  and  de- 
nunciation are  consequently  more  active 
than  ever.  The  tyranny  of  the  ruling 
clique  Is  dally  becoming  more  intol- 
erable, but  the  problem  remains — how  is 
It  to  be  brought  |o  an  end?

Chinese  AfhaonsMf  are  not  guilty  of 
filthy  practice*  In  the  handling  of  flsh 
along  the  waterfront,  according-  to  a 
Statement  issued  last  night  by  Alderman 
Alexander  Peden.  chairman  of  the  health 
committee  of  th*  City  Council.  The 
statement  denies  the  reports  that  the 
Chinese  have  reverted  to  the  methods  of 
keeping  flsh  In  crates  under  .wharves. 

With  Sanitary  Inspector  Lemcaatet 
and  Harbor  Hester  Clark.  Alderman 
Peden  has  been  raiding  the  Chinese 
wharves  around  the  northern  part  of 
the  harbor.  They  found  only  one  flsh 
crate,  which  a  Chinese  was  secreting 
under  the  water  shock  In  which  he 
lives.  The  raiders  had  this  taken  out  of 
the  water  and  the  flsh  killed.  Inspection 
of  the  rest  of  the  waterfront  disclosed 
no  more  crates.  There  was  not  even  the 
trace  of  a  rope  dangling  in  the  water 
on  the  end  of  which  a  crate  might  be 
fastened. 

The  Chinese  who  was  caught  is  an  old 
offender.  He  waa  warned  that  if  he  was 
caught  again  he  would  be  ordered  to 
leave  the  harbor. 

"We  are  not  going  to  let  theee  fellows 
think  they  can  set  ahead  of  us,H  said 
Alderman  Paten  In  his  statement 
"They  have  all  got  to  line  up  with  the 
regulations,  which  the  health,  committee 
of  the  City  Council  recently  framed  to 
guard  ths  health  of  the  people  of  Vic- 
toria." .    . 

To  make  sure  the  law  is  not  being  dis- 
obeyed. Alderman  Peden  and  his  officials 
plan  to  make  regular  raids  on  the  water 
cabins  of  the  Chinese  along  the  water- 
front. Offenders  will  be  prosecuted  to 
the  full  extent  of  the  law.

In  this  war  British  shipowners  have 
had  to  contend  wltli  great  difficulties, 
many  of  them  unforseen.  For  many 
months  merchant  ahipplng  baS  been 
considered  a  fair  mark  by  German  sub- 
marine commanders  and  the  "L"'  boats 
bavs  made  the  protection  of  commerce 
In  war  time  a  more  complicated  business 
than  it  has  ever  been  before.  But  the 
main  difficulties  of  shipowners  have 
arisen  from  scarcity  of  labor  ashore 
and  afloat,  the  restriction  of  building 
and  the  high  prices  of  material,  and 
above  all,  from  the  requisitioning  of 
the  Government,  which  has  taken  ever 
60  per  cent  of  the  British  registered 
tonnage  for  the  needs  of  the  navy,  the 
army  and  the  Allies. 

If,  however,  the  shipowners'  diffi- 
culties have  been  eerious,  their  op- 
portunities have  been  infinitely  great- 
er, says  The  London  Economist.  Ow- 
ing to  the  volume  of  goods  wanted  by 
the  fighting  forces  and  to  the  amount 
of  tonnage  withdrawn  from  ordinary 
commerce,  freights  have  risen  to  a 
level  hitherto  unlmaglned',  and  the  price 
of  old  tonnage  is  about  three  to  four 
times  what  It  was  In  days  of  peace.

LOSES  14,000  CARS 

One-Third      ef     Boad's      Equipment      oa 
Other  ataada.  Says  Vice-Presi- 
dent Woodworth 

That  14,000  Northern  Pacific  oars, 
about  one-third  of  the  road's  total 
equipment,  are  on  other  roads,  caus- 
ing an  acute  shortage,  was  a  statement 
made  recently  by  Vice-president  J.  G. 
Woodworth.  who  is  holding  conferences 
with  traffic  and  operating  officials  In  an 
effort  to  relieve  the  eltuation. 

The  shortage,  according  to  Mr.  Wood- 
worth,  is  directly  attributable  to  the 
burden  put  on  the  railroads  by  the 
enormous  coast-to-coast  traffic  which 
was  carried  through  the  Panama  Canal 
until  ahlps  deserted  this  route  to  aeek 
greater  profit  elsewhere.  Mr.  Wood- 
worth  asserted  that  the  vessela  might 
have  raised  their  rates  had  it  not  been 
for  the  transcontinental  railroad  rates, 
which  cannot  be  raised. 

"If  systematic  efforts  were  made  by 
Shippers,"  said  Mr.  Woodworth,  "In 
loading  and  unloading  cars,  half  the 
time  now  consumed  would  be  saved. 
This  would  be  equivalent  to  an  increase 
of  26  per  cent  In  the  available  oar 
supply."

It  will  been  seen  that  while  freights 
rose  from  ths  beginning  of  the  war, 
the  sharpest  upward  movement  took 
place  about  the  middle  of  last  year, 
and  It  waa  thia  sensational  rise  that 
forced  the  Government  to  take  action 
for  the  control  of  the  ehlpplng  indus- 
try. The  rise  came  when  It  did  .be- 
cause the  centre  of  activity  on  land 
shifted  suddenly  from  Western  Europe 
to  the  Balkans,  and  the  navy,  In  addi- 
tion to  its  former  duties,  had  to  trans- 
port, safeguard  and  aupply  big  Allied 
armies  in  the  Eaatern  Mediterranean. 
To  carry  out  *  this  work  they  requisi- 
tioned right  end  left,  and  the  more  they 
requisitioned  the  more  freights  rose. 

The  rise  In  freights  Was  accompanied 
naturally  by  a  rise  In  the  pries  of  ton- 

Jtage,  and  extraordinary  figures  have 
recently  been  fetched  by  steamers,  es- 
pecially smaller  aad  older  steamers, 
that  the  Admiralty  does  not  covet  for 
Its  own  use.  As  en  Illustration,  a 
small  steamer  of  850  tone  gross,  built 
In  1984  and  suitable  only  for  the  coast- 
ing and  continental  trade,  changed 
hands'  a  short  time  back  at  £  16.000,  the 
price  working  out  at  £40  a  ton  gross 
and  1100  a  ton  net,  while  in  peace  times 
If  she  had  sold  for  £12  a  ton  ahe  would 
have  made  a  good  enough  profit  to  her 
owners.

OTTAWA,  Sept.  29.— Numerous  appli- 
cations for  naturalization  under  the 
act  of  1814  are  still  being  resolved  by 
the  Department  of  Secretary  of  Stats, 
though  very  few  are  being  granted. 
The  applications  are  from  men  of  alien 
enemy  birth,  as  well  as  from  men  born 
In  countries  friendly  to  the  Allies,  la 
the  former  category  are  many  Oermana 
who  came  to  Canada  shortly  after  the 
war  of  1870,  aad  who  had  been  bore 
so  long  that  they  considered  themselves 
full-fledged  cltlaena.  incidents  which 
have  occurred,  however,  sines  the  war 
broke  out,  especially  la  the  counties  of 
Waterloo,  Perth,  Huron.  Brace  and 
South  Wellington  have  shown  them 
their  error,  aad  many  of'thesa  man  are 
now  applying  for  naturalisation  under 
the  1018  set.

'Seeking  to  Minimize  Allies' 
Successes  in  Order  to  En- 
courage His  People — False- 
hood About  King  Carol. 


LONDON,  Sept.  29. — The  British  and 
French  cannot  break  through  the  Ger- 
man linen  in  the  Somme  region,  Chan 
cellar  von  Bethmann-Hollwes  told  the 
Helchstag  yesterday,  according  to  an 
account  of  his  apeech  cabled  to  Reuter'a 
by  way  of  Amsterdam.  He  made  a 
■Imllar  statement  In  regard  to  the  East- 
ern front. 

"The  English  and  French,"  It  is  true," 
he  said,  "have  achieved  advantages, 
our  first  lines  have  been  pressed  back 
some  kilometres  and  we  also  have  to 
deplore  heavy  losses  in  men  and  ma- 
terial. That  was  Inevitable  in  an  offen- 
sive on  such  a  mighty  scale.  But  what 
our  enemy  hoped  to  accomplish,  namely, 
break  through  on  a  grand  acale  and  roll 
up  our  positions,  has  not  been  attained. 

"The  battle  of  the  Somme  will  cost 
lurther  sacrifices.  Htili  another  trench 
and  another  village  may  be  lost,  but 
they   will  not  get  through." 

In  regard  to  the  Eastern  front,  where 
the  Chancellor  said  the  Russians  had 
renewed  their  offensive  with  heavy  at- 
tacks, he  predicted  the  same  results. 

"Hsre,  too,  the  battle  i«  proceeding." 
he  said,  "but  just  as  surely  shall  we 
hold  our  own." 

Referring  to  Roumania,  the  Chancellor 
said  that  the  old  King  of  Roumania 
had  died  "as  the  result  of  mental  ex- 
citement caused  by  the  consciousness 
that  Roumania  had  betrayed  her  al- 
lies." The  speaker  ssld  that  the  En- 
tente confidently  hoped  that  Roumanla's 
entrance  to  the  war  would  bring  In  its 
trail  t*e  secession  of  Turkey  and  Bul- 
garia. "But  Turkey  and  Bulgaria  are 
not  Roumania  and  Italy,"  he  concluded. 
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BIG  CANAL  COALING 

STATION  COMPLETED 

"Will    guply    Ships    Velar   Waterway— Is 
burgees  Mast  of  its  Iim 

la  World 

WASHINGTON.  Sept  23.— The  Pan- 
ama Canal  coaling  station  at  Cristobal, 
|  fcegun  three  years  ago,  Is  now  practical- 
ly completed,  and  will  be  In  use  In  a 
nhort  time.  It  Is  said  to  be  the  largest 
«lngle  coal  receiving  and  distributing 
t  plant  in  the  world,  being  1,800  feet  long 
;by  460  feet  wide,  and  covering  nearly  20 
aores.  The  area  set  apart  for  the  coal 
pile  Is  1,700  feet  long  by  307  feet  wide. 

The  offshore  end  la  excavated  to  the 
depth  of  twenty-seven  feet  below  the 
water  Una  for  a  dletance  of  500  feet  for 
the  wet  storage  coal.  Over  this  wet 
storage  apace  coal  will  be  piled  to  the 
depth  of  thirty-Ave  feet,  and  over  the 
remaining  1,200  feet  coal  will  be  stacked 
to  the  depth  of  thirty-three  feet. 

The  dry  storage  capacity  of  the  sta- 
tion Is  385.000  tons  and  the  wet  storage 
100.000  tons,  making  a  total  of  186,000 
tons,  exclusive  of  a  1,600-ton  wharf 
l>unker. 

This  large  station  la  Intended  to  re- 
ceive and  store  water  borne  run-of-mlne 
coal  and  deliver  It  to  colliers,  barges, 
railway  cars  and  into  the  hatches  of  all 
types  of  steamships  using  the  canal. 
For  conveying  the  coal  there  la  built  all 
■round  the  pile  a  steel  viaduct  twenty- 
nine  feet  high,  on  which  are  two  separ- 
ate loops  of  electric  railway  three  feet 
wide.  To,  operate  the  plant  to  its  full 
lapacltty  of  2.000  tons  an  hour,  eighty- 
eight  steel  conveyor  cars  are  required 
for  use  on  this  viaduct. 

The  cost  of  the  station  was  $3,000,- 
000.  The  Balbao  station,  being  built  at 
the  same  time,  will  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  the  present  year,  it  will  have 
about  one-half  th  1  capacity  of  the 
Cristobal  plant

W.  Mar  low 
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Had  Long  Political  Career, 
and  Was  Member  of  Three 
Ministries,  Beginning  With 
That  of  Sir  John  Macdonald. 
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OTTAWA,  Sept.  29. — Senator  John  Coi- 
tlgan,  one  of  the  Liberal  member*  of  the 
Upper  Chamber,  died  here  this  morning. 
He  was  (1  years  of  age  and  had  been  ail- 
ing   for    some    time. 

Senator  Coatlgan  was  born  in  St. 
Nicholas,  Que.,  on  February  1,  18S5,  and 
In  early  life  removed  to  New  Brunswick. 
He  became  registrar  of  deeds  for  the 
Coi-nty  ot  Victoria  and  a  judge  ot  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Common  Fleaa.  In 
11(1  he  was  elected  to  represent  Victoria 
County  In  the  New  Brunswick  Legislature, 
holding  that  aeat  until  1866.  He  was  then 
elected  to  the  Houae  of  Commons  by  the 
aame  county,  continuing  to  repreaont  it 
until    1907. 

Mr.  Coatlgan  Joined  the  ministry  of  Sir 
John  Macdonald,  ss  Minister  of  Inland 
Revenue,  in  1182,  snd  held  that  office  for 
ten  years.  He  wss  Secretsry  of  State  in 
1192-94  and  Minister  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries  1994-99.  In  1907  he  was  called 
to  the  Senate  by  Earl  Grey.  On  the  fall 
of  the  Tupper  ministry  In  1999  Mr.  Costl- 
gsn   chsnged   to   the    Liberal   side. 

The  lste  Senator  was  noted  as  s  strong 
advocate  of  Home  Rile  for  Ireland,  on 
more  then  one  occsalon  presenting  resolu- 
tions In  the  House  of  Commons  in  its 
favor.  He  wss  a  prominent  member  ot 
the  Ancient  Order  of  Hibernians,  snd  in 
1898  he  wss  a  delegate  to  the  Irish  Na- 
tional convention  In  Dublin.  An  ardent 
supporter  of  Roman  Catholic  separate 
schools,  he  took  sn  active  part  In  oppos- 
ing the  school  legislation  In  New  Bruns- 
wick. This  question  he  slso  took  up  In 
the  Houss  of  Commons,  though  without 
success. 

In  188S  Mr.  Coatlgan  married  Miss 
Harriet  Rysn,  dsughter  of  Mr.  J.  R.  Rysu, 
of  Grand  Falls.  N.  B.  Mis  son,  Mr.  John 
R.  Coatlgan,  K.  C,  was  for  some  yearn  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Alberta  bsr. 
The  death  of  Senator  Costigsn  leaves  Sir 
Mackensle  Bowell  the  only  surviving  mem- 
ber of  the  ministry  of  Sir  John  Mac- 
donald.

Aeroplanes  in  Two  Minutes, 
Thirty  Seconds— Falls  to 
Ground  in  Safety, 


PABI8.  Kept.  29.— Three  German  aero- 
planes brought  down  in  two  minutes 
and  thirty  seconds,  by  a  stop  watch.  Is 
the  latest  exploit  of  Second  Lieutenant 
Ueorges  Ouynemer.  Incidentally,  Lieut. 
Uuynemer,  who  Is  known  as  "King  of 
the  Aeroplanes."  fell  10,000  feet,  but 
escaped  unhurt. 

Lieut  Ouynemer  went  to  the  assist- 
ance of  a  comrade  who  wao  being  hard 
p  reused  by  five  German  machines.  He 
ti ought  down  two  of  them  within  M 
seconds,  and  then  rising,  overtook  an- 
other, which  he  shot  down  two  minutes 
later. 

He  was  looking  for  the  remaining  two 
German  machines  when  a  shell  burst 
beneath  him  and  stripped  the  left  wing 
of  his  teroplane  of  every  stitch  of  cov- 
eting.     He    plunged    giddily    earthward. 

"I  gave  myself  up  for  lost,"  he  said, 
"but  after  falling  5.000  feet,  I  thought 
I  would  struggle  all  the  aame.  The 
wind  blew  me  over  our  lines,  and  like 
a  flash  I  had  a  picture  of  my  funeral 
and  all  my  good  friends  following  ths 
cotfln.  Suddenly  aometblng  happened 
and  my  speed  diminished.  Then  there 
was  a  resounding  crash  and  a  violent 
shock.  When  I  recovered  my  wits  I 
was  in  the  midst  of  the  fragments  of 
my  machine  and  practically  uninjured. 
How  am  I  still  alive?  I  asked  myself. 
I  believe  it  was  the  straps  which  held 
me  to  my  seat  which  saved  me." 


On  September  It,  the  French  War  Of- 
fice announced  that  Lieut.  Ouynemer 
had  brought  down  hie  sixteenth  enemy 
aeroplane.  A  week  later  it  was  an- 
nounced that  he  had  brought  down  his 
seventeenth  and  eighteenth.  He  was 
injured  in  a  great  fight  in  the  air  last 
March  and  during  a  subsequent  flight 
was  forced  to  descend  between  the 
French  and  German  trenches,  but  es- 
caped.

OTTAWA,  Sept.  29.— The  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment Is  willing  to  tske  the  blame  or 
responsibility  for  sll  the  wsr  taxation 
measures  which  it  has  been  instrumentsl 
In  Imposing,  but  It  refuses  to  be  held  re- 
sponsible    for1    Provincial     Imposts. 

Sir  Thomss  White  dealres  It  to  be  dis- 
tinctly understood  that  a  mlsunderstsndlng 
exists  as  to  the  taxation  imposed  upon 
tickets  to  theatres  .and  other  placea 
of  amusement  in  some  of  the  Provinces, 
the  public  being  under  the  Impression 
thst  this  tax  haa  been  Imposed  by  the 
Dominion  Government  for  war  purposes. 
The  Dominion  Government,  the  Financo 
Minister  asserts,  haa  Imposed  no  taxation 
of   this  chsracter.

Captured  at  Port  of  Piraeus  by 
Revolutionists  and  Towed 
to  Salamis  Bay— Statement 
of  'Minister, 


PIRAEUS.  Sept.  20.— The  defection  to 
the  revolutionists  of  the  Greek  battle- 
ship Hydra  in  the  small  hours  of  this 
morning  has  caused  great  excitement 
In  this  Greek  port.  The  Hydra,  an- 
chored under  the  guns  of  the  arsenal 
last  night,  was  silently  boarded  at  S 
o'clock  this  morning  by  a  party  of  men 
In  civilian  dress.  The  officer  who  was 
second  In  command,  a  supporter  of  the 
party  following  King  Constantino,  was 
aroused  from  his  bunk  and  with  pis- 
tols at  his  head  waa  forced  with  other 
territorially  officers  to  embark  In  a 
rowboat. 

The  commander,  being  a  Venlsellst, 
readily  surrendered  to  the  boarders. 
Two  tugs  were  attached  by  tow  lines 
to  the  ship,  and  as  noiselessly  as  pos- 
sible she  slipped  her  anchor  chains  and 
was  drawn  by  the  tuga  from  the  line 
of  other  Greek  men-of-war.  The  tuga 
towed  her  to  Salamis  Bay,  where  the 
Kntente  warships  are  stationed. 

The  Minister  of  Marine  stated  today 
to  the  Associated  representative  here 
of  the  Associated  Press  that  he  re- 
gretted the  Incident,  as  while  the  per- 
petrators are  unknown,  owing  to  their 
attire.  It  was  Impossible  to  believe  all 
of  them  were  Greeks. 

"It  Is  more  to  be  regretted,"  added 
the  minister,  "as  it  tends  to  lessen  the 
prestige  of  the  Government  at  a  mo- 
ment when  It  needa  all  possible  credit 
and  unity  to  accomplish  the  difficult 
task   before   it." 


Dispatches  from  Athens  on  Septem- 
ber 27  reported  that  the  warship  Hydra 
had  Joined  the  Entente  fleet. 

The  Hydra,  displacing  B.000  tons  and 
311  feet  in  length,  carries  three  10.1- 
Ineh  guns,  five  0-inch  guns,  one  4-Inch 
gun  and  smaller  weapons,  and  her  com- 
plement Is  440  men.  She  was  com- 
pleted at  St.  Naaaire,  France.  In  1191. 
and  waa  reconstructed  In  1900.  Her 
beat  recent  speed  was  12.7  knots.  The 
Psara  and   Rpetsai   are  sister  ships.

Sends  'Message  to  Sir  Douglas 
Halg  Concerning  Recent  Vic- 
tories—Ties  Between  Two 
Armies  Drawn  Closer. 


BRITISH  FRONT  IN  FRANCE.  Sept. 
29.— General  Joffre,  commander-in-chief 
of  the  French  army,  has  sent  a  message 
of  congratulation  to  General  Sir  Douglas 
Halg,  commander-in-chief  of  the  British 
foroas  In  Franco  and  Belgium,  on  tho 
recent  battle,  amy  tag: 

"Congratulations  on  the  progress  made 
by  your  armies  since  the  beginning  of 
the  Somme  offensive.  These  fresh  suc- 
cesses are  a  sure  criterion  of  final  victory 
over  the  common  enemy,  whoea  physical 
and  moral  forces  already  are  severely 
shaken." 

After  saying  that  the  combined  offen- 
sive has  bound  still  closer  the  ties  be- 
tween the  two  armies  and  that  "our  ad- 
versary will  find  therein  a  proof  of  our 
Arm  determination  to  combine  our  forces 
until  the  end  to  Insure  *the  complete 
triumph  of  our  cause,"  General  Joffre 
concludes : 

"I  bow  before  those  of  our  soldiers 
by  whose  bravery  these  auccesses  have 
been  achieved  but  who  have  fallen  be- 
fore the  completion  of  our  task,  and  I 
ask  you  to  convey  in  my  name  and  in 
the  name  of  the  whole  French  army  to 
those  who  stand  ready  for  the  battles  to 
come,  greeting,  comradeship  and  confi- 
dence." 

General  Maig's  Keply 

General  Halg-  has  sent  the  following 
message  to  General  Joffre  In  reply: 

"Our  brave  dead,  whose  blood  has  been 
shed  together  with  yours  on  the  soil  of 
your  great  country,  will  prove  a  bond 
to  unite  our  two  peoples  long  after  the 
combined  action  of  our  armies  has  car- 
ried the  common  cause  for  which  they 
have  fought  to  its  ultimate  triumph. 

"The  unremitting  efforts  of  our  forces 
north  and  south  of  the  Somme,  added  to 
the  glorious  deeds  of  your  armies  un- 
aided before  Verdun,  already  have  begun 
to  break  down  the  enemy's  power  of  re- 
sistance, while  the  energy  of  our  troops 
and  their  confidence  In  each  other  in- 
crease from  day  to  day. 

"Every  fresh  success  that  attends  our 
armies  brings  us  nearer  the  final  victory 
to  which,  like  you,  I  look  forward  with 
absolute  confidence."

Other  decisions  arrived  at  were  to 
make  the  presidency  a  permanent  ap- 
pointment and  to  appoint  labor  repre- 
sentatives to  watch  legislation  In  Par- 
liament  and    the   Legislatures. 

The  Congress  this  evening  endorsed 
a  resolution  submitted  by  the  Trades 
and  Labor  Council  of  Toronto  the.t  the 
Ontario  Government  be  asked  to  amend 
the  Ontario  Temperance  Act  by  per- 
mitting the  retail  sale  of  light  wines 
and  beers;  that  when  the  referendum 
Is  submitted  after  the  war  there  be  a 
separate  vote  on  wine  and  beer  licences, 
and  that  local  autonomy  In  municipali- 
ties should  prevail.

AMBLESIDE,  West  Vancouver,  B.  C.. 
Sept.  29. — The  row  of  one-story  frame 
stores  adjoining  the  wharf  and  Dr. 
Stalnsbury's  residence  and  offices  are 
now  a  blackened  and  charred  ruin, 
caused  by  a  Are  which  broke  out  this 
morning  at  9:4S  o'clock  and  burned 
fiercely  for  an  hour  before  the  North 
Vancouver  Are  department  got  to  the 
scene  and  had  It  under  control.
